There may be others, but in all likelihood, most of 
them fit into these categories. Let’s see how the

To start with, the Nikon S-2 is the fastest handling

You’ll want FR’s fine cellulose 
sponge squeegee to gently wipe down 
the wet film so that it will dry free of 
grit and water-stain marks. And the 
film clips for hanging the film to dry.

Sirs: 

Thank you very much for your in- 
teresting Camera Club column in 
MODERN. When I read it recently it 
came to me that I ought to send you 
a few lines about our club here in Soma 
city in Fukushima ken, Japan. We 
have a club called Soma Shayukai (the 
friendly photographer of Soma) and 
gather about once a month. Up to now 
the work in the club has mostly been 
black-and-white, but recently a few of 
us got some of the new Ektachrome 
color film and a developing kit. We got 


together one night to develop it and 
were so pleased with the result that 
there surely is going to be more color 
work done after this. I am the only 
foreigner in the club. 

At the same time we developed the 
color film we also tried the new Tri-X, 
and that film sure is fast. We had only 
one 100 watt lamp overhead, and with 
a Contessa camera at f/2.8 and 1/25 
sec. pictures came out fine. As you can 
see, we do not have a big clubroom 
or anything like that. We usually meet 
in one of the homes, this time in my 
home which is also fully Japanese. The 
squares in the back are paper doors.

HOW TO CONTROL CONTRAST 
IN POLAROID LAND PRINTS 


A considerable degree of control over 


with the new Polaroid Land films. This 
is done by varying the development 
times—as development is extended, 
shadows become darker, and by com- 
parison the whites appear to be lighter. 
The result is a considerable “pepping 
up” of contrast (see cuts, page 42). 

The technique works particularly well 
with Type 43, Professional Pan film. At 
its normal developing time of 45 seconds, 
Professional Pan gives moderate con- 
trast and full shadow detail, even with 
subjects of relatively high contrast. 
However, if subjects are of inherently 
low contrast (that is, with predominant 
tones of intermediate grays and very 
few black and white areas), and if the 
lighting is “flat,” the resulting prints 
are also likely to be unpleasingly “flat” 
and lacking in contrast. 

By extending development time to 
114, 3, or even 5 minutes, improvement 
in contrast varies from “noticeable” to 
“spectacular.” The maximum variation 
possible appears to be about equivalent 
to 1% or 2 contrast grades of conven- 
tional enlarging paper. The color of the 
image changes slightly with maximum 
development, taking on a warm, rich 
tone. 

Extended development is most useful 
for pictures taken with the new Polaroid 
bounce flash bracket (described in the 
Nov. 1955 issue)—light is evenly dis- 
tributed and there are usually no deep 
shadow areas. 

Development should not be extended 
if the subject is so lighted that very dark 
shadows or black areas will be in the 
print. If development is extended under 
those conditions, “gilding” may occur. 
This is a gold-like surface which appears 
in dark areas. Very light gilding ordi- 
narily disappears if the print is coated 
immediately. However, heavy gilding 
will remain, no matter how soon or how 
well the print is coated.

You can improve your stereo 
slides by taking them out of the 
processor’s cardboard mounts 
and doing the mounting yourself. 


Time was when 
you got your 3-D 
| shots back from 
the processors 
— and then had to 
* mount your own 
> or get someone 
' else (usually a 
' mounting serv- 
ice) to do it. 

Now things are 
different. You 
send your film to 
the processors, and your stereos return 
nice and neat in cardboard mounts. 
But I’m going to make a startling sug- 
gestion. Spend some of that free time 
these winter and spring evenings re- 
mounting your cardboard-mounted 
slides. Why? Because if you let the 
processing lab do all the work, the 
slides may be fine for hand viewing, 
but they will probably be improperly 
mounted for projection. And more im- 
portant for most stereo photographers, 
mass mounting techniques often don’t 
give your slides as much pep in a hand 
viewer as they would have if you did 
the work yourself. 

At this point you are probably say- 
ing, “Weill, just what will remounting 
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1. You can easily remove the stereo 
pairs from the processor’s cardboard 
mounts by cutting along lines indicated. 


do for me?” This: you can increase 
the stereo effects in some cases, create 
a more comfortable view in others, and 
obliterate disturbing areas by cropping 
many more. 

Since this article is not long enough 
to cover the field, we’ll only concern 
ourselves with some of the more ob- 
vious faults. 

Now, get out the little cardboard 
boxes and start. First, pull out all the 
closeups taken within five feet. Many 
of these shots will benefit by remount- 
ing. Such shots are generally mounted 
by the processors in a cardboard 
mount, set for from five to seven feet. 
Anything photographed closer than 
this distance will appear to be sticking 
out in front of the stereo window. 

You say you like to have objects 
sticking out in front of the window? 
Well, maybe it works well for a flower

or a whole arm or any other object 
which, in real life, might project 
through a window, but it certainly 
produces a curious effect on arms, legs 
or parts of heads not included com- 
pletely in the picture. They appear to 
be amputated torsos. Remount these in 
closeup projection-type masks. (Buy 
some masks in all three spacings; 
closeups, medium and distance, or by 
whatever name the manufacturer has 
given them. I sure wish the manufac- 
turers would standardize the names for 
these masks. ) 

In viewing, the closeup mask will 
move your subject back until it is even 
with, or behind, the window (figure 2).

2. Here are approximate distances of 
the three types of masks. Note that 
flower, if photographed at 3 feet, 
would appear behind closeup mask, but 
in front of a medium mask. The choice 
is up to you as to which would be best. 
















The difference in effect can be quite 
startling. As a matter of fact, you may 
want to play around with your stereo 
shots a bit more by trying them in 
all three mounts to observe the differ- 
ence. You'll note that the closeup 
mounts hold the stereo pair close to- 
gether, while the distant mount pushes 
them far apart. This is the rule: To 
move an object further away from the

viewer, separate the picture pairs; to 
bring an object nearer, bring the stereo 
pair close together. Control is that 
simple (figure 2). Now back to those 
closeup shots. 

Sometimes, no matter the mount 
(closeup, medium or distant), the pic- 
ture still is confusing with too many 
disturbing elements around the central 
subject (figure 3). In that case, one of 
the odd-shaped masks (made by Emde, 
figure 4) can help you crop your stereo 
shots into a more pleasing composition 
(figure 5).

4. Emde masks come in a variety of 
shapes and sizes. The rectangular and 
round ones are most helpful, but you 
may find uses for the fancier ones. 











5. Round Emde masks crop stereo pair 
and eliminate all distracting elements. 


For a real eye opener, take a stereo 
shot of a flower at about 3 feet, mount 
it in a medium mask with a pair of 
Emde’s specially shaped windows. Now 
the flower will appear to project a 
short distance in front of the window; 
and at the same time, you'll be elimi- 
nating any confusing or uninteresting 
areas around the flower.

THE CREATIVE PHOTOGRAPHER, by 
Andreas Feininger. 329 pages, illus- 
trated. Prentice-Hall, Inc., Englewood 
Cliffs, N. J. $4.95. 

CHANGING AMERICA, the land as it 
was and how man has changed it, pho- 
tographed by Andreas Feininger; text 
by Patricia Dyett. 170 pages, profusely 
illustrated. Crown Publishers, Inc., New 
York. $5.95. 


After twenty-five prolific years of 
experience as a photographer (and 
writer) Life’s Andreas Feininger has 
produced again. The Creative Photog- 
rapher is not a “how-to-do” book. 
Rather, in the argot of contemporary 
publishing offices, it is a “think piece.” 
Here, Feininger is concerned with the 
analysis of photography and the most 
direct approach to good pictures. 

On the basis that “photography is 
the only practical means for universal 
communication,” Mr. Feininger sets 
forth his philosophy about photographs 
in five parts: An Approach to Photog- 
raphy, The Subject, The Photographer, 
The Picture, and The Picture Story. 

The subject, of course, is highly con- 
troversial. You may disagree violently 
—or not—with what Mr. Feininger has 
to say. Is photography the only prac- 
tical means for universal communica- 
tion? Is the picture more important 
than the word? 

This is the last book on photographic 
topics that he will write: “from now 
on, whatever he has to say, he will 
say with his photographs.” 

Mr. Feininger’s simultaneous mes- 
sage in Changing America is perhaps 
more effective. Its generously propor- 
tioned 158 pages of pictures document 
this country’s transition from unin- 
habited wilderness to industrial jungle. 

Beginning with the land itself— 
pictures of woods and plains that 
doubtless looked the same centuries 
before—he moves across desolate west- 
ern villages, along highways toward 
the cities. There, on waterfronts, in 
factories, in nearby suburbia, he has 
pictured mechanized America-in-the- 
making. You get an impression of 
a swift, exciting—and malignant— 
growth. That many of the pictures 
have been published before does not 
detract from the success of the book. 

In The Creative Photographer, Fein- 
inger has tallied his ideas. In Changing 
America, he has demonstrated that 
they weren’t whimsical—for him at 
least—and that the total really is the 
sum of its parts.—D. J.

the confines of four walls. It is not a guide to every possible technique of 

working indoors, but rather a comprehensive 

knowledge which can be used to insure results. 

WHAT YOU NEED in the way of equipment is covered on pages 60 to 63, while 

the results you will get can be seen in 12 WAYS YOU CAN 

USE YOUR 35MM AT HOME on pages 54 to 57. IS THERE AN IDEAL LENS for 35mm 
work indoors? Many professionals think the 35mm rather than the 50mm 

fits the bill, so see pages 64 and 65 to find out why. Your bounce flash problems will 
be a lot simpler with the special BRACKET FOR BOUNCE FLASH 

that’s discussed on pages 58 and 59. HOW 6 “PRO'S” HOLD 35MM CAMERAS on 
pages 124 to 126 may help make your own camera a bit more stable. Two KODAK FILMS: 
NEW PLUS-X, PANATOMIC-X, on pages 86 and 87, will probably do a lot toward helping 
you get better results. The 23 PICTURE PROBLEMS beginning on 

page 66 are quite similar to those you will encounter indoors yourself. 

For the color enthusiast in search of a good viewer, REPORT: 

35MM VIEWERS, pages 82 to 85, may help him select the right one. A careful 
reading of this month’s MopERN will not only 

solve many of your present problems with 

35mm photography indoors, but also give you a surer approach, a better 
technical foothold towards turning out consistently good 

results under almost every possible condition. THE EDITORS 
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WINDOWLIGHT, if soft and diffused, produces even illumination only on 
sides of subjects facing windows. You can usually handle it best by placing 
yourself between your subject and the window, then shooting away from the 
window, into the room. For more dramatic results with highlights and deep 


shadows, shoot towards the windows.

12 WAYS YOU CAN USE 
YOUR 35MM AT HOME 


PHOTOGRAPHY, LIKE CHARITY, begins at home. Within 
the confines of your own house or apartment, the drama 
of your life and the life of your family and friends un- 
folds. It can be beautifully documented by your camera 
with the proper techniques. It can also be butchered. 
What are the proper techniques? During the day, you 
have windowlight, either direct sunlight or diffused 
illumination. You also have available at all times the 
lights from the lamps and other fixtures in your house. 
If these aren’t enough, you can use flash or flood in- 
stead of, or in addition to, the regular room lights. Each 
produces different results. There are also the problems 
of camera angles, the best focal length lenses, proper 
film choice (see page 60) and approach to your subject. 
To show you just what you can expect from varying 
light sources, different lenses and camera techniques, 


MoperN asked a professional photographer to photo- 
graph three friends in a typical home living room. Since 
few amateurs will want to change film in their cameras 
for every different lighting condition, all pictures were 
made on one film, Kodak Tri-X, at lens openings of 
f/3.5 or smaller (except one where we wanted to show 
a real need for a faster lens). Photography at home, 
MopeERN found, can be done simply with a moderately 
priced camera and little if any extra lighting equip- 
ment. Without changing a single bulb, lighting in the 
average house is generally sufficient for normally ex- 
posed and developed negatives made at speeds of 1/25 
sec. and faster. On these four pages, you may find the 
answers to your 35mm indoor problems, plus informa- 
tion on where you will find further data on each sub- 
ject in this month’s MoperN PHOTOGRAPHY.—H.K.

Rest 
of room and the sides of subjects 
away from lamps will have little de- 
tail. Note shadows on wall, floor. 


SYVERIOR, COURTESY N. M. GROS: 
BOUNCE LIGHT (see page 58) will increase the overall illumination, 
yet if used in connection with house lamps, preserve the illusion of ordinary 
house lighting. However, unlike lamplight, faces and the room’s interior 
will appear evenly lit. Exposure problem will be simplified. 


DIRECT LIGHT from the camera position, whether flash or flood, lights scene evenly but 
produces an artificial scene with flat, cardboard cutout subjects and sharp shadows (note 
shadow of foot on floor). However, if you’re trying to shoot a picture using the smallest 
lens opening possible for maximum detail throughout, direct flash may be what you need. 














To make a room seem larger than it really is, or to get 
maximum depth of field (above, left), use a wide angle 
lens (see page 64). However, if you want a more selec- 
tive view of your subject. with less interior background. 
try your “normal” focal length lens. You'll also be able 
to get closer to your subject without running the risk 
of distorting the size of objects close to the camera 


FIVE PICTURE 
POSSIBILITIES AROUND 
YOUR OWN HOME 


(the subject’s feet, for instance, in the center picture, 
above). A long focal length lens can isolate your sub- 
ject from his surroundings. It’s particularly good for 
portraiture (above, right). Cameras and lens combina- 
tions used above: Nikon with 35mm f/2.5 Nikkor, £/5.6 
at 1/20 sec.; Exakta 58mm f/2 Biotar; Pentacon, 
105mm Schneider Xenar f/4; both £/4 and 1/50. 


PORTRAITS: Sunlight pouring through a window will help produce a striking 
portrait with good-textured highlights and dramatic shadows. The shadows 
from Venetian blind slits contributed to the effective design on face and wall. 





DOUBLE FRAME: Doorways or win- 
dows can provide a second, interior 
frame for your pictures. Here subject is 
framed on bottom by high chair back, on 
sides by partially open door through 
which photographer shot. 


MATCHLIGHT: A candle flame or light of a 
match can produce an effective portrait, but you'll 
need a fast lens (or long exposure). Here a 35mm 


Nikkor was used, {/2.5. 1/20. 


TABLETOP: People themselves need not be the only subjects 
in front of your camera at home. Isolate a few choice ob- 
jects on a table, alone if the design is interesting, or in 
combination with some small human element like a hand. 


DESIGN: A full figure or head and shoulders portrait 
isn’t always necessary for an interesting picture of a friend. 
Sometimes a small part of a full figure, like this hand and 
side of head, will form an interesting composition. For 
such shots, you'll have to get in close, 3 ft. or less.

BRACKET FO 


Use a hacksaw to cut slots for foot-type 
flash units. Cut slightly smaller than 
necessary, then finish carefully with a “ 
file until you get a good snug fit. 


Drill hole in bracket arm 
to fasten flash units with 
tripod socket to bracket. 
Flash swivels for hori- 
zontal or vertical shots. » 


Cut the side slot for vertical pictures in 
the same manner as the top slot. 


Make holes in the bottom of the bracket, 
with a drill, large enough to accommo- _ 
date a tripod anchor screw. Series of 
holes will allow bracket to be used with 
various cameras of different sizes. 


_With two pairs of pliers 
_ carefully make a ninety- 
degree bend in metal. 


Bracket, at left, attaches to the tripod socket with a tripod anchor screw and fits almost all small hand cameras. 
Smaller bracket, at right, slips into accessory shoe atop 35 cameras. Both are extremely simple to make. 


IF YOU ARE ONE of the thousands of amateurs who have 
heard about and seen the results of bounce flash, but 
have never done any shooting with the flashgun off the 
camera, this easy-to-make bounce bracket is just what 
you need to improve your flash pictures. 

Many amateurs are familiar with the principles of 
bounce flash. They know that the soft shadows and 
delicate range of tones obtained by using diffused, in- 
direct light produce much more pleasing photographs 
than the harsh, direct light from one flash on the 
camera pointing directly to the subject. Despite this, 
however, most amateurs are still reluctant to take the 
flashgun off the camera! Many photographers, including 
professionals, find they have difficulty holding the 
camera steady with one hand while the other attempts 
to point the flashgun ceilingward. And when shooting 
, pictures in crowded places, you are liable to find your 


flash extension wire tangled up with irate guests. 

The brackets solve all the problems discussed and 
are easy and inexpensive to make. All you'll need 
to make either bracket is a short length of half hard 
Duralumin, (or brass) a vise, a % in. drill, a file, a 
hacksaw and about 20 minutes of your time. If your 
camera doesn’t have an accessory shoe, you can make 
the bracket (left above) which fastens to the camera 
by means of the tripod socket. The two slots allow a 
flashgun which would normally fit the camera acces- 
sory shoe to be mounted for either horizontal or vertical 
shots. The hole in the arm can be used for mounting a 
flash unit which has a tripod socket on its bottom. 
Since such a flash unit can swivel, the one hole will 
serve for both horizontal and vertical positions. The 
second type of bracket is small and pocketable, will 
work nicely if your camera has an accessory shoe on the

top into which your flash unit would normally fit. 

Once you’ve got your unit mounted on the camera. 
the big question mark will be exposure. While guide 
numbers on the flashbulb packages work nicely for 
direct flash. they simply won’t help you for bounce. 
After much experimenting with exposures, a 1/50 sec at 
f/11 using Tri-X seemed about right with a nine-foot 
cream-colored ceiling and a Press 25 bulb in an un- 
polished reflector. This can serve as a rough guide for 
black-and-white film. With a slower film, like Plus-X, 
open up two stops. If you have a low ceiling, close down 
one or two stops. Luckily the latitude of black-and- 
white film will take care of a good many discrepancies 
in exposure. If you’re thinking in terms of color, how- 
ever, be sure and make complete tests (see page 118). 
The exposure must be quite accurate since color film 
does not have the latitude of black-and-white.

A few words of warning. however. The bracket 
you’ve made is designed to stay rigidly in place. If you 
keep your camera level all will be well. If you angle 
it up or down, the light may not hit the ceiling directly 
as it should. So keep that camera level. 

Once you have the hang of it, you'll find bounce flash 
really enjoyable. You can approach close to a subject 
or back away without too much worrying about expo- 
sure changes—no more fumbling, no more guide num- 
bers and no more arithmetic. Concentrate on taking 
pictures.—THE END 
Editor’s Note: The two flash brackets described here are 
based on a design incorporated in a new bounce flash 
bracket marketed by Polaroid Corp. for the Polaroid 
Land camera. Unfortunately, the Polaroid bracket will 
fit only the Land camera.

No complicated, su- 
per-mysterious jargon 
—just information.

FOR AVAILABLE 
LIGHT PICTURES 


Gone are the days when you had 
to be a technical whiz to take pic- 
tures by existing indoor daylight 
or house lamps. For this, credit 
new superspeed films—Kodak 
Tri-X and Ilford HPS. With a 
good f/3.5 lens, you can do any- 
thing which required an f/2 lens 
in 1954. With an f/2 lens, you can 
take a picture almost anyplace. 
Most essential item: You need 
an exposure meter capable of ac- 
curate readings in dim light. A 
dual-range meter is a must; single- 
range meters are not sensitive 
enough. For window light, set the 
meter to the film’s daylight ex- 
posure index; with house lamps, 
use the film’s tungsten rating. 
Guessing at distances is a losing 


-proposition when snapping at 


wide lens openings and_ short 
ranges—the zone of sharp focus 
is shallow, you’re often out of 
focus. You need an accurate, 
bright-image, coupled rangefinder, 
or a single-lens reflex camera. 

The camera should have a 
smooth-releasing shutter, and a 
range of slow speeds down to 1 
sec., especially with an £/3.5 lens. 

Tri-X and HPS are very fast 
films, but the speed you get is de- 
pendent to a degree on the de- 
veloper and how you use it. If you 
develop for minimum graininess 
(Kodak Microdol or FR X-33B 
are good choices), set A.S.A. type 
exposure meters for 200 in day- 
light, 160 in tungsten. For more 
speed, (also more graininess) de- 
velop in more powerful formulas, 
such as Kodak D-76, FR X-500, or 
Ilford Microphen; set meters to 
400 for daylight, 320 in tungsten 
light. Avoid overexposure, harsh 
highlights, deep shadows; try for 
soft, even illumination. 


FOR USE WITH 
PHOTOFLOODS 


Most people think of flood lamps 
in terms of the formal portrait, 
with powerful lights blinding an 
uncomfortable subject from sev- 
eral directions. Actually, in com- 
bination with 35mm cameras and 
fast films, floods can be painless, 
versatile, and very helpful. 

The trick is to “bounce” the 
light off ceiling or walls, to fill part 
of a room with soft, even illumi- 
nation, which seems to “belong” 
to the setting. Used thus, a couple 
of floods will fill in the dark areas 
which often make it tough to get 
good pictures by available light 
from windows and houselamps. 

Camera, lens, exposure meter, 
film, developer requirements are 
just about the same as those listed 
in column 1. 

For more formal, closer por- 
traits, bring the lamps nearer to 
the subject and raise the light 
level a bit. By using nearby walls 
as reflectors, you can create soft 
face shadows, get excellent “mod- 
eling” in features. 

What kind of floods? For cas- 
ual, occasional shooting, use one 
or two 500-watt RFL 2 lamps, with 
built in reflector surface; they are 
economical, easy to store. 

Or, you may prefer plain No. 1 
(250-watt) or No. 2 (500-watt) 
photofloods in aluminum bowl re- 
flectors (which are light, efficient, 
inexpensive ) . 

Easiest way to support the 
lamps is in a clamp-on socket, 
which grasps the edge of a door, 
back of a chair, etc. Make sure 
your clamp-on has: heavy duty 
socket and wire, powerful rubber 
covered jaws, sturdy ball-joint 
permitting horizontal and vertical 
adjustment, handle to avoid burnt 
fingers. Mind the fuses! 





NEED... 


TO PHOTOGRAPH 
CIRCUSES, SHOWS 


Circuses, ice shows, basketball 
games and similar indoor spec- 
tacles are, in a sense, available 
light pictures. But the problems 
differ from those described in 
column 1. Here you are far dis- 
tant; lighting is harsh and erratic ; 
overexposure is as likely as under- 
exposure; you can’t get close 
enough to use a meter. 

Main problem, image size: If 
you have only a 50mm lens, indi- 
viduals will be tiny, unless you are 
at arena-edge. So concentrate on 
overall patterns. You need an 85- 
100mm lens to get a respectable- 
sized image of stars. 

Choice of film depends on the 
show and where you sit. Ice, or 
shiny wooden floors reflect light 
up into shadows, or outline figures 
on a light background (if you’re 
up high). For such, new Kodak 
Plus-X is fast enough for expo- 
sures of 1/200 at f/4 in average 
spotlights, or 1/50 at f/4 in overall 
bright illumination. Lack of grain- 
iness will be important in the big 
enlargements needed in order to 
get large images. 

If action stopping is important, 
if you’re close to the arena, or if 
most subjects are dark, go with 
Kodak Tri-X or Ilford HPS. But 
be sure to cut down in spotlights 
or you'll be hopelessly overex- 
posed (try 1/200 at £/5.6 or 8). 
Ne need to push for speed here; 
stick to fine grain development as 
in column 1. 

These are recommendations, not 
guarantees of correct exposure. 
It’s a good idea to bracket your 
exposures (one f-number higher 
and one lower than suggested). 
And a tiny penlight will be real 
handy when loading film, check- 
ing the exposure counter, etc. 


FOR ALL KINDS 
OF FLASH WORK 


come 


All 35mm cameras have lenses fast 
enough for flash pictures. More 
important are shutter, flashgun, 
choice of bulb. Stick to midget 
bulbs—they give enough light, are 
economical, easy to carry. 

Most modern cameras with be- 
tween-lens shutters have dual flash 
synchronization. At one setting, 
“M,” closing of the flash contacts 
is timed to synchronize opening of 
the shutter blades with the peak 
output of light from No. 5 or Press 
25, and Bantam 8 bulbs. This is 
the best combination for action 
stopping plus maximum light, al- 
lows you to use a wide range of 
shutter speeds. 

The other setting, “X,” is for 
speed light (next column), but at 
1/25 you also get accurate sync 
with any flashbulb; use it with 
gas-filled SM bulbs, or the tiny 
new M-2, or sync may be “off.” 

Focal plane shutters (Leica, 
Nikon, etc.) also have dual sync. 
Use Class FP (No. 6 or 26) bulbs 
for action, at 1/100 or faster. With 
other bulbs, set sync to “X” and 
use slow shutter speed (1/20). 

Pick a flashgun suitable for 
both direct and bounce flash (see 
page 58). Use Bantam 8 or M-2 
bulbs for direct flash to avoid 
overexposure. Medium speed films 
(Plus-X, Supreme) are fast 
enough. Figure exposure by the 
guide number system described 
on page 118. 

Use faster film, more powerful 
bulbs for bounce flash, try this 
technique wherever possible. De- 
velop for fine grain (see column 
1). If you do much direct flash, 
try Edwal Minicol, a developer 
specially designed to prevent ex- 
cessive contrast and density in di- 
rect flash negatives. 


TO SHOOT WITH 
SPEED LIGHT 


A speed light and a 35mm camera 
with an f/3.5 or faster lens make 
an unbeatable combination. The 
only important camera require- 
ment is that the shutter should 
have “X” syne. 

Your speed light should be de- 
pendable, portable, economical to 
use. Main differences are in the 
type of power supply. Pick one 
according to your needs: 110-volt 
AC only units are least expensive 
to buy and operate, but you are 
tied to wall outlets. High voltage 
dry battery type is worthwhile if 
you shoot more than 1,000 flashes 
per year, need big light output. 
Speed lights with wet cell, re- 
chargeable batteries also are 
usually for heavy duty. 

Units of moderate light output, 
powered by inexpensive flashlight ° 
cells, with 110-volt AC as alternate 
supply, are good for occasional 
flash work. 

Speed lights used to have flash 
durations of 1/5,000 sec. and 
faster; films had to be over- 
developed to get good results. Not 
so with modern portables. Flashes 
are in the 1/700 to 1/1,200 sec. 
range; normal medium fine grain 
development is suitable. 

Exposure with speed lights is 
calculated by guide numbers (see 
page 118); the size of the guide 
number usable with factory proc- 
essed Kodachrome, Daylight Type, 
is a useful measure of the unit’s 
light output (column 6, page 63). 

Speed lights can be used for 
direct or bounce flash with the 
flashtube on the camera (page 
58), or off the camera connected 
by an extension cord. Medium 
speed films are fast enough for 
direct flash; for bounce flash, use 
fast films. 














35MM COLOR INDOORS: WHAT YOU NEED.... 


FOR PICTURES BY 
WINDOW LIGHT 


You need a good, dual range ex- 
posure meter (see column 1, pages 
60-61). Without it, you’ll waste 
film, time, effort. 

High speed daylight type An- 
scochrome and Ektachrome are 
best film choices for pictures by 
daylight coming through a win- 
dow. With them, you can use an 
£/3.5 lens successfully, an f/2 lens 
easily. Kodachrome, Daylight 
Type, is a much slower film, thus 
more difficult to use here. 

A Skylight filter, or equivalent, 
is a must with Kodachrome to 
prevent bluishness in shadows; 
it’s usually not necessary with 
Anscochrome or Ektachrome, 
which are inherently “warm.” 

If the camera is loaded with 
Type F or Type A film (designed 
for flash or tungsten light) you 
can shoot by window light by 
putting a conversion filter over 
the lens (see film instruction sheet 
for recommended filter). Advan- 
tages: Shoot by daylight, flash, or 
tungsten on same roll, using filters 
as needed, with excellent results. 
Disadvantage: Ektachrome Type 
F plus filter is slower than day- 
light film. However, Kodachrome 
Type A or F plus filter has same 
speed as Kodachrome, Daylight 
Type. 

With any color film, try for 
soft-shadowed face lighting; take 
meter reading from important 
highlight areas. Outlines of win- 
dow-lighted subjects often merge 
with background. Try for “separa- 
tion” by lighting background with 
daylight, blue floodlamp, plain 
photoflood, or houselamps (last 
two will cause a warm reddish 
tint, so be sure the light is only 
on the background, not shining 
directly on the subject). 


WITH AVAILABLE 
TUNGSTEN LIGHT 


Recent advances in 35mm color 
films haven’t helped the photog- 
rapher who wants to shoot by 
house lamps or other available 
tungsten light. In fact, it’s now 
more complicated than it used to 
be. Formerly, there was Koda- 
chrome Type A, which was bal- 
anced to give pleasing colors with 
photoflood lamps; pictures by 
house lamps had a slightly “warm” 
reddish tint. 

Recently, Eastman Kodak Co. 
announced the end of Type A; 
both Kodachrome and Ekta- 
chrome will be supplied in Type 
F emulsions, balanced to give best 
results with the light from clear 
flashbulbs. Pictures by house 
lamps or other tungsten lights now 
look very much “warmer” and 
more reddish. You can “cool” off 
such pictures somewhat by adding 
a light balancing filter, such as 
the Kodak No. 82A, B, or C, which 
give progressively greater correc- 
tion. Type F film plus filter has 
about the same speed as the old 
Type A—exposure index is 16. 

Even without the light bal- 
ancing filter it’s possible to get 
striking tungsten light pictures. 
Sometimes the “incorrect” colors 
add much to the picture interest. 

An f/2 lens is almost a must for 
pictures by available tungsten 
light. Slow shutter speeds are 
needed, and a steady hand. Learn 
how to make use of available 
props to support the camera or 
steady your hand (see page 124). 

Your most important item, 
again, is an accurate dual-range 
exposure meter. You'll be dealing 
with low light levels and precise 
exposure information is necessary. 

It’s no great feat to shoot color 
by available tungsten light. All 
you need is the right film (and 
maybe a filter), correct exposure, 
sharp focus, and a steady camera. 


FOR USE WITH 
PHOTOFLOODS 


Photofloods are suitable for for- 
mal portraits and still lifes. You 
need at least two (see column 2, 
pages 60-61 for mechanical de- 
tails). For excellent information 
on how to use them, pick up a new 
35-cent Eastman Kodak publica- 
tion, Kodak Ektachrome Film. 

For portraits, a good film choice 
is Ektachrome, Type F; its colors 
are somewhat softer in contrast 
than those of Kodachrome, and it 
gives more pleasing shadows with 
plenty of detail. However, for still 
lifes you may prefer the slightly 
extra “punch” characteristic of 
Kodachrome. An 82A or similar 
light balancing filter is needed to 
get “correct” color rendition with 
Type F films; no filter needed 
with Type A. 

An £/3.5 lens will do, if you 
don’t mind slow shutter speeds 
(1/10 to 1/2 sec.) and a tripod. 
Exposure meter is just as import- 
ant here as for available light 
picture taking (columns 1 and 2). 





TO PHOTOGRAPH 
CIRCUSES, SHOWS 


With an f/2 lens, Type A or Type 
F film, and a steady hand, you can 
do wonders at the circus or an ice 
show. Costumes are colorful, and 
the spotlights are in various hues, 
too. “Correct” color renditions is 
not too important, because there 
is a large element of fantasy in 
most spectacles of this kind. How- 
ever, might as well start off right 
—with Type F film, use an 82A 
or similar light balancing filter. 
Colors will be a trifle “warm” but 
quite pleasing. ; 

Film choice? In the harsh, con- 
trasty lighting of the arenas, Ek- 
tachrome offers the advantage of 
relatively soft constrast, somewhat 
wider latitude than Kodachrome. 
However, Kodachrome is superior 
in sharpness, and absence of 
graininess; since images are likely 
to be rather small anyway, this is 
an important consideration. 

Here are exposures found to be 
successful for “The Greatest Show 
on Earth,” the circus at Madison 
Square Garden, New York. 

With general bright light for 
spectacle numbers, 1/30 at £/2. 
Same for performers on the arena 
floor in colored spotlights. For 
elephants, other dark subjects, use 
1/15 or 1/20 at £/2. Trapeze art- 
ists and other performers who are 
up high, and therefore closer to 
the spotlights, are more brightly 
lit; shoot at 1/50 and f/2, and 
bracket exposures (see column 3, 
pages 60-61). These lighting con- 
ditions may vary in other cities, 
but they provide a guide to start 
with. 

Don’t use daylight type films; 
they offer no speed advantage and 
colors will be unsatisfactory. 


FOR ALL KINDS 
OF FLASH WORK 


All the mechanical requirements 
for lenses, shutters, synchroniza- 
tion, flashguns, are the same for 
color as for black-and-white (see 
column 4, pages 60-61). 

Type F films are balanced to 
give pleasing color rendition by 
the light of clear flashbulbs such 
as No. 5 and Press 25. This com- 
bination gives the highest guide 
numbers (see page 118), greatest 
covering power and range. Type F 
films also go well with the smaller 
Bantam 8 and tiny M-2 bulbs, 
which are suitable for direct flash 
at moderate distances. 

Daylight type Anscochrome, Ek- 
tachrome, or Kodachrome can also 
be used indoors with blue flash- 
bulbs, which give good results, but 
not as much light as clear bulbs. 

Bounce flash is just as superior 
to direct flash with color film as 
it is with black-and-white. Best 
combination is Type F film and 
No. 5 or Press 25 bulbs (daylight 
type film and blue bulbs are also 
usable). Important point: you 
must use a white ceiling to bounce 
the light, and stand well away 
from any colored walls. There’s 
excellent information on shooting 
bounce flash pictures in the new 
booklet Kodak Ektachrome Film 
(35 cents). We recommend use of 
the bounce flash bracket shown on 
page 58 as the handiest way to 
bounce plenty of light off the 
ceiling. 


TO SHOOT WITH 
SPEED LIGHT 


The flash from a speed light is 
similar to daylight in color qual- 
ity, so daylight type color films 
are the ones to use. Anscochrome 
and Ektachrome are first choices 
because of their high speed: Koda- 
chrome is also usable. 

Main question: Have you 
enough light output? Exposures 
are figured on the guide number 
system (see page 119). A speed 
light will be inadequate for gen- 
eral indoor color photography if it 
has a guide number of less than 
30 with factory processed Koda- 
chrome, Daylight Type. Many of 
the lightweight, low-priced port- 
ables give a guide number of 30. 
It takes a pretty powerful portable 
speed light to give a guide number 
of 40-45 with Kodachrome, and for 
a guide number of 60-65, you have 
to go to extra large, expensive 
outfits. 

Of course, with Anscochrome 
and Extachrome higher guide 
numbers are possible. Make your 
own tests with the faster films to 
establish a usable guide number, 
as described on page 118. This is 
particularly important if you in- 
tend to do any bounce flash. Many 
units don’t have enough light out- 
put to use bounce flash success- 
fully with color films. 








THE IDEAL LENS? 


Should the 35mm “wide angle” replace the “standard” 50mm? 


Is 50MM really the best “normal” focal length lens for 
working indoors? Although most camera manufac- 
turers have been supplying lenses of about that focal 
length as “standard” with their cameras for years, more 
and more professional photographers are finding the 
shorter focal length 35mm a far more practical and 
versatile lens. The reasons are fairly obvious. The 
shorter focal length gives you a far deeper zone of sharp 
focus at any given aperture and camera-to-subject dis- 
tance than does a 50mm lens. You can shoot fast with- 
out too much refocusing and your background, often 


an important, integral part of your picture, will have 
a better chance of remaining sharp. Also, you and your 
subject can move around more freely while keeping 
within the deep zone of sharp focus. In small rooms, 
where even moving back to the far wall may not be 
sufficient to get the picture you want, a 35mm lens may 
do the trick, with room to spare. For what specific 
subjects is the 35mm lens useful? Mopern asked 
three professional photographers who favor it. The 
captions and pictures indicate their answers. Perhaps 
you may want to follow their lead.—u.k. 


FOR ACTION: “Most closeup action shots made indoors are meaningless if they are made with a 50mm lens: 
this focal length centers interest on only a tiny segment of the whole picture possibility.” claims Marvin New- 
man. “Direct flash. favored by many, isolates this small segment even further. My 35mm {/2.8 Biogon lens not 
only captures the main action (here a player faking a shot) but also relates it to everything else occurring, all 
within the zone of sharp focus.” Newman used the regular court lights to shoot at {/2.8 and 1/250 sec. on Plus-X 
film with his Contax II. Development was “pushed” in Promicrol. 





FOR PORTRAITS: “I use a 35mm lens for 80 
percent of my indoor shots,” says Sanford Roth. 
“When photographing people, the 35mm _ lens 
covers a greater area and relates the subject (here 
author Colette) to the surroundings (her cat and 
the objects on her bed tray). Of course you’ve 
got to be careful of your camera angle since the 
shorter 35mm lens will exaggerate the size of the 
objects closest to it. Be careful of shooting up- 
wards at people, of hands too close to the camera. 
They will appear quite large. However, I often 
find this particular distortion quite interesting 
and useful in emphasizing points I wish to make 
in my pictures.” Roth photographed Colette with 
a Contax II and Biogon lens at 1/50 sec. and f/2.8. 


FOR GROUPS: “My wide angle 35mm Sum- 
maron lens is absolutely indispensable for indoor 
assignments,” observes Arthur Lavine. “This 
dinner table shot would have been impossible 
without it. To get sufficient height, I climbed a 
ladder, with my Leica loaded with Ilford HP3, 
and figured an exposure of 1/50 sec. at about 
£/10 would be fine for skin tones. For maximum 
depth of field, I employed the rangefinder to find 
the distance to the man at the table end, and the 
distance to the closest figures in the foreground. 
I then focused my lens so that these two distances 
remained between the limits of the depth of field 
scale engraved on the lens barrel.” 











35mm picture taking ideas: 


23 INDOOR 
PICTURE 
PROBLEMS 


IN THE ART of photography, as in any other fine art, the test 
of success is the artist’s ability, in popular jargon, to “see.” 
You notice a picture situation, say a girl smoking a cigaret 
(page 77). Your impulse: make a photograph, fast. But how 
do you interpret that situation, what do you bring to it 
when making the exposure? 

This 35mm picture section is directed to those whose 
“seeing” and translating abilities are not always in tune. 
Freeing the preconceived picture idea and getting it on the 
negative involves more than routine techniques of setting 
shutter and lens, focusing, exposing, and later, developing 
the film. These steps must be altered and refined each time 
you meet a new type of picture situation. Since subject 
should dictate technique, you must know when a telephoto 
lens will produce a more effective result than a normal focal 
length lens. You must be alert and willing—to add or delete 
some quality in the picture to gain a particular effect (Balish 
picture at right). You must realize when parts of the pic- 
ture should be thrown out of focus (pages 80-81). 

The virtues of size, ease of handling, film capacity, etc., of 
the 35mm camera are already well-known. That most minia- 
tures can be used in miserably low light (because of fast 
lenses and the new 35mm films that are greatly improved 
in speed and graininess), is not our immediate concern here. 
How you work with these tools is. Following are some of the 
picture situations you may encounter along the way. The 
“solutions” are neither pat—nor final—but simply sugges- 
tions which you can test to obtain the result you visualize 
during that split-second before the exposure is made.—. J. 


DOES GRAININESS 
ADD—OR DETRACT? 
IT DEPENDS ON SUBJECT 





Is graininess a liability—or an asset? For such a mood 
picture as this, that dramatically suggests the aura of 
the Ringling Brothers Circus, it seems best to dispense 
with detail. Not all subjects are suited for such 
“grainy” treatment; concentrate on fine grain wherever

the individual details of the subject have meaning for 
the picture. By properly exposing today’s new films like 
Tri-X or Ilford HP3, and by developing them according 
to the manufacturer’s recommendations, you can get 
high speed plus reasonably fine grain when you want it. 














LOUIS STETTNER 


THREE SOLUTIONS TO THREE 
LIGHTING PROBLEMS IN 
BLACK-AND-WHITE OR COLOR 


Wherever there’s any light indoors, you can often use 
either black-and-white or color film. Many films are 
sufficiently fast to permit making pictures at shutter 
speeds that stop moderate action; for example, facial 
expressions that make for spontaneous, unposed pic- 
tures. Fast lenses, too, and a variety of shutter speeds 
found on many current 35mm cameras will let you 


* adapt to most available light situations. But these differ: 


you treat a window-lit subject one way, a tungsten-lit 
subject another. What happens, for example, if the 
main source of light is “staring you in the face” as in 
Stettner’s Paris cafe scene, above? Sometimes you can 
change the camera angle, so that light falls more easily 
upon your subject’s face. In this case, however, Stettner 
wanted that particular angle, although it meant shoot- 
ing into the light. He exposed for the objects within the 
room, let the window area go white. Leica IIIf, Super- 
XX, £/2 and 1/10 sec. There’s a similar camera angle. 





but a different solution to the treatment of light in 
Lisa Obert’s shop interior picture, top, this page. She 
disregarded the window light, provided her own—flash 
from a No. 25 bulb—and used Kodachrome Type A 
(tungsten type) film. A guide number of approximately 
100 (from a Sylvania Flash Slide-A-Guide) gave her an 
exposure of £/8-11 and 1/25 sec., just about the same 
exposure (or it’s equivalent) which she would have 
used outdoors. Bob Willoughby’s Kim Novak, at right, 
shot during the making of The Man With the Golden 
4rm, shows a special kind of available light: film studio 
lights.

YOU’LL MEET UNCOMMON 
LIGHTING SITUATIONS:

Although Lisa Obert (page 69) always uses 
tungsten type color film, general practice 
has been to use daylight type film when 
shooting indoors—if the scene is even partly 
lighted by daylight. Leo Stashin’s Home for 
the Aged, above, combines window—and 
fluorescent lights. He used Daylight Type 
Ektachrome, Contax D, f/2 and 1/20 sec. 
Rothschild’s fellow-airplane passenger. 
right, was lighted only by windowlight. Air- 
plane vibration required fast shutter speed. 
1/100, and consequent aperture of f/1.8 on 
Daylight Type Kodachrome. Close-up effect 
is due to longer-than-normal focal length 
lens, a 90mm Angenieux on an Exakta; 
versatile feature of many 35mm cameras is 
interchangeability of lenses for special pic- 
ture effects.

Simulating the light which might be cast on a performer, Harold Feinstein 
lighted singer Dorrie Glenn with one flood. He placed it close to her, to left 
of (and slightly above) the camera so that an intense semi-rim light illum- 
inated her features, caught along her mouth to suggest her profession of sing- 
ing. In nearly any light (except when light is behind camera), there’s the 
problem of lens flare. Be sure direct light does not shine into the lens (a 
lens shade will help). Feinstein used a Pentacon (eye-level reflex) camera 
and could watch for glare right on the ground glass. When necessary. he 
moved the camera to avoid this difficulty. Exposure—f/5.6 and 1/50 sec.— 
on Super-XX was selected to register lighted skin area only. 








FOR CANDID PORTRAITS, USE 
A FAST LENS— 
AT WIDE APERTURES 


Picking a subject out of a crowd is not easy. 
The task was even more difficult for Ray Jacobs, 
whose subject, right, was surrounded by the 
distracting glitter of objets d’art and people at 
an antiques show. She wasn’t posing. Facing in 
the other direction, Jacobs guessed the distance 
to be three feet, set his Canon accordingly, then 
whirled around to make exposure: f/2 and 1/25 
sec. Wide aperture put busy background out 
of focus. Arthur Lavine’s party picture, below, 
illuminated by dim room light, required lens 
setting of £/2.8 and fast film (Ilford HP3, over- 
developed in Promicrol) in order to expose at 
1/100 sec. to stop moderate action.

Should you shoot up—or down? Camera angle, 
which can heavily weight the meaning of a picture, 
is generally determined by the subject and the nature 
of the photographer’s intent. Could the Paris coffee- 
drinker, right, have been as effectively pictured from 
a lower angle? Would the raised lorgnette. below, 
have looked quite so grandiose—or would the photo- 
graph have carried quite such satire—if Ray Jacobs 
had used the camera from above, or even from eye- 
level? If you anticipate expressions or gestures that 
are picture material, pre-set your camera controls 
and pre-focus the lens, then shoot quickly. Van 
Sickle’s Leica was ready at f£/2.8 and 1/100. Jacobs’ 
Exakta, set at {/2.8 and 1/25, was used as a waist- 
level reflex. He hung it by a strap around his neck. 
pretended to clean lens, until subject unwittingly 
struck pose.

RAY JACOBS

FIND IT: IN NATURE, 
AND OTHERWISE 


Are you a symmetrist? Then look to nature. It’s full of orderly de- 
sign subjects for black-and-white pictures. Harold Feinstein, who 
found the turtle, right, was fascinated by pattern on its tummy. 
made photograph in following manner: he set creature bottom up 
on a piece of translucent glass (in this case, plain window glass 
was overlaid with tissue paper) which he lit from beneath with an 
ordinary 100-watt bulb. To emphasize dark spots against lighter- 
colored shell, Feinstein used Kodak Micro-File film in his Pentacon. 
All planes of the turtle are in sharp focus because he shut 40mm 
Makro-Kilar lens down to f/11. Exposure was 20 sec. 


If you intend to accent lines (chair backs, here) select a camera 
angle that will provide a plain background. Chairs and sleepers re- 
posing in a white-walled room, below, were seen as an asymmetrical 
design by Arthur Lavine. By supplementing the existing skylight 
with bounce flood, he avoided harsh shadows, and just managed 
to keep everything in focus from foreground to background by 
using a wide angle lens on Leica IIIf. Exposure: £/8, 1/50 sec. 


Violins, opposite page, cluster together in music shop window 
like hurried eighth notes. Repeated forms, a good source of pattern 
pictures, are often found on store counters, in windows. Jaffe under- 
exposed the backs of the violins to keep them semi-silhouetted; very 
bright street is somewhat overexposed.

The dimensions of the 35mm negative (1 x 114 inches) 
are just as conducive to composing a vertical picture 
as a horizontal one. But if you’re in doubt as to which 
format to use, one solution is to let the dominant lines 
dictate the format of the picture. Eartha Kitt’s hori- 
zontal gesture, above, immediately suggested a horizon- 
tal format to Bob Henriques. For Joan Collins, however, 
seated on the opposite page, Jacques Lowe chose a verti- 
cal format. Why? Follow the line from the top of her 
head to her left shoulder, down the arm, across to the 
other braceleted arm and up to her face. The vertical 
elipse fits nicely into the vertical picture shape. Lowe’s 
picture was perfectly organized, and his subject was 
relatively motionless—which gave him time to think 
about camera angle and composition. He was therefore 
able to move in and fill the negative. Often, however, 
you see a picture happen so fast that there’s no time to 
think about filling the negative. Make a grab shot any- 
way, and crop later during enlarging to accent line. 
That’s what Bob Henriques had to do. He shot at peak 
action to catch expression and gesture, cropped later 
(this is about half the negative) to accent line of arm 
and eliminate extraneous detail. Miss Kitt was stopped 
by a Nikon, Super-XX, £/2 and 1/100 sec. Joan Collins: 
Nikon, 50mm lens, Tri-X, £/4 and 1/30 second.

A prop in the form of a pert chapeau delighted Morris Jaffe’s subject, 
left, below. For little girls, a bit of finery will usually attract more 
attention than a camera; for boys, of course, a toy such as a sensible 
dump truck may be quite enough encouragement to forget the photog- 
rapher. Here, Jaffe moved about the room until he found a perfectly 
plain background, made exposure at f£/4.5 and 1/30 sec. on Tri-X 
with his Nikon. Available light came primarily from a nearby window. 


Whenever a stranger enters a schoolroom, he can’t help being a dis- 
traction. If the intruder is a photographer, camera-consciousness, an 
additional distraction, can spread like wildfire. One way to divert 
classroom attention from the camera is to engage the teacher’s help. 
In directing ball-bowling activities, teacher below created a game, 
amused the pupils, and introduced action for Arthur Lavine’s photo- 
graph. Since he wanted the picture to have depth as well as good defini- 
tion, he used a wide angle lens on his Leica (see page 64 for more 
details on the wide angle lens). Exposure was approximately £/9.5 
(midway between the apertures of {/8 and f/11) and 1/100 sec. 
on Ilford HP3. Illumination: windowlight and overhead incandescents. 
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Since most children love to peek around doors—or 
through peep-holes—exploit these natural frames. They 
may provide a strong design element, the way a school- 
room play structure did above. Sonja Bullaty needed 
supplementary light, bounced light from two floods off 
ceiling. Had flash or flood struck the white boards head- 
on, they would have been harshly overexposed. Children 
readily adapt to bounce light and it is an evenly dis- 
tributed, constant illumination that gives you freedom 
to focus quickly on candid scenes. Exakta. Tri-X, £/4 
and 1/25 second. 


Woeful child, right temporarily lost in Coney Island 
turmoil, was found by Leo Stashin’s Contax D. Psy- 
chology—or common sense—would question use of 
strange and perhaps frightening objects like big bulky 
cameras, flash guns or speed lights when a child is upset. 
By means of Tri-X, a wide lens opening (f/2) and rela- 
tively slow shutter speed (1/20), Stashin was able to 
work quietly, unnoticed in the somewhat dim light.

THREE LESSONS IN FOCUS: 
USE IT SELECTIVELY 
FOR CREATIVE PICTURES 


When a dentist friend placed his hands against a glass 
office partition, below, Arthur Lavine had a startling 
situation to play with. He made a straight shot, with 
everything sharp, before making the picture shown. Al- 
though palms and fingers (as well as the glass directly 
under them) were in sharp focus at {/2, the picture area 
nearest the camera is blurred. The resulting fantastic 
effect enhances the feeling of “hands appearing from 
nowhere.” At right, opposite page, Burt Owen focused 
very slightly in front of cigar ash. It’s almost perfectly 
sharp, while the face was thrown ’way out of focus. 
Owen used a 58mm Biotar lens on his Hexacon (with 
the Biotar, you can focus as close as 18 inches). His 
subject was facing a brightly sun-lit window (Owen and 
Hexacon were in between). Since Owen wanted him to 
“float” away from the cigar ash, he purposely included 
the eyeglass reflections because he feels they add a 
buoyant and abstract quality to the photograph.

Usually simple to apply, the principle of “framing” 
can become increasingly difficult as the frame gets more 
complex. How do you keep a frame from overpowering 
the rest of the picture? How do you use a frame to 
best advantage? In his Indian Mission church picture. 
right, Arthur Lavine chose one of about twenty-two 
panes of glass in the church vestibule to frame altar 
boys only. Since the windows were fairly near the cam- 
era, and the altar (on which he focused) was at some 
distance by comparison, the vestibule window frames 
are unsharp. Although they have a pattern of squares 
and diamonds, they have been used so they do not con- 
flict with the interior scene. To make sure the boys would 
be perfectly sharp, Lavine used a wide angle lens. 
focused it carefully according to the depth of field scale 
to get in the maximum zone of sharp focus. Exposure: 
£/5.6 and 1/20 sec. Additional problem was parallax— 
with wooden strips that separate glass so close, he 
couldn’t be sure they wouldn’t chop off boys’ heads, or 
other interior details. So he made many exposures, 
changing camera angle a little bit each time.

35MM SLIDE 


by NORMAN ROTHSCHILD and HERBERT KEPPLER 


A SMALL HAND VIEWER is a mighty convenient thing to 
have around for enjoying 35mm color transparencies 
—-a handy thing that is, if you have a good one. 
Fortunately there are many that fit the bill, but the 
purchaser is liable to find himself wandering around in 
a nightmare of viewers—all shapes, prices and sizes— 
unless he has some way of knowing what’s available 
and how he can test the viewers for quality. Since 
nearly every 35mm color fan at one time or other 
generally thinks about getting a good viewer. a brief 
look at the field with some comments on the various 
viewers seems in order. 

Roughly, there are five different types of viewers 
(see pictures above) : 

1. The group viewer, which two or more people can 
use at the same time, has a large magnifying glass so 
the viewer can be held some distance from the eye. It 
can also be brought nearer for close inspection of slides. 

2. The binocular viewer has a system of prisms or 


mirrors which allows each eye to see the slide separately. 
The viewer must be held directly up to your eyes, so it’s 
only good for one person at a time. 

3. The integral light source monocular viewer, like 
the binocular, must be held directly to your face, but 
you use only one eye instead of two. A light source is 
built into the unit, hence the name integral (group and 
binocular viewers also usually have integral light 
sources). 

4. The external light source monocular viewer is much 
like 3:, but doesn’t have its own light source. Instead you 
hold the viewer towards an external source, such as a 
lamp. This is the simplest of all viewers. 

5. Automatic viewers featuring slide-changing mech- 
anisms are the latest additions to the scene. You stack 
your slides in place and, by means of a lever, run them 
through the machine. Some of these instruments have 
been designed primarily for cardboard mounted glass- 
less slides and may not accommodate thicker slide

light source for use.

mounts. Optical systems may be similar to 1., 2., 3. or 4. 

How good an image do these five viewer types pro- 
vide? Basically, the group viewer shows an excellent 
image for the person looking directly into it but the 
view for others not centered over the magnifying glass 
may be distorted. The amount of distortion, frankly, 
depends on the quality of the magnifying glass. It is 
possible that a magnifying glass could be designed with- 
out such distortion, but the price would probably be 
prohibitive. Incidentally, examine the group viewer with 
both horizontal and vertical slides, observing image 
quality at the corners. Also look for color fringing at 
the edges of the transparency, and barrel- or pincushion- 
shaped distortions, where straight lines in a trans- 
parency appear to bend when seen through the viewer. 
Also check the group viewer for the five picture faults 
shown on page 84. 

The binocular viewer, although it looks like a stereo 
viewer, does not show your pictures with true three-

dimensional effect. But the fact that two eyes are used 
separately to view one scene creates a condition which 
suggests more depth dimension than is apparent with 
the monocular viewers. The few available examples of 
this construction seemed to give an extremely clear, 
moderately enlarged image. If you’re interested in one 
of these units, however, make sure by checking it against 
the photo chart below. 

The monocular viewers produce some of the largest 
images of any viewers and vary greatly in quality and 
price. Some have variable lighting controls and ex- 
tremely good optics. Others, without their own light 
source, are very inexpensive, so you can keep a number 
around if you want to show slides to a whole group of 
people. Some fold so you can slip them in your pocket. 
Again, check them with the photo table below. 


Magnification and viewing angle 

Here’s the paradox in viewers: the longer the focal 
length of the lens in the viewer, the easier it is to see 
the whole slide in one glance; the shorter the focal 
length, the more magnification possible. So, as the focal 
length is shortened, the image size produced does be- 
come larger, but you'll have to shift your eye or eyes 
around to see all parts of the slide. If magnification is 
extreme, it may be difficult to keep the entire image in 
focus simultaneously. Also, if focal length becomes too 
short, distortion and aberrations will become much 
more apparent. 

Just what is the magnification of the various viewers? 
Although manufacturers haven’t agreed on any one 


system or charting it, you can find the actual magnifi- 
cation of your own monocular viewer if it has a re- 
movable eyepiece. Here’s how: on a clear day, using 


BUYING A VIEWER? BETTER CHECK THESE POINTS FIRST. 


Good image means that the picture 
is clear and sharp from corner to 
corner.

the magnifier as a lens, focus the sun’s rays sharply on 
a piece of paper. Measure the distance between the 
center of the lens and the paper. This will be the lens’s 
focal length. Divide this focal length into 10 and you 
will have the number of diameters your slides are 
magnified in the viewer. 

Generally, the shortest focal length (greatest magni- 
fication) lenses are mounted in the monocular viewers, 
while the longer local length lenses are found in the 
group and binocular viewers. 


External light sources 


Viewers which do not have built-in (integral) light 
sources are generally less expensive and often more 
compact than the ones that do. However, the image 
produced by the viewer will vary in intensity and color 
depending on the light source. Point the viewer at a 
pink-shaded lamp and the slide will have a pink cast. 
Fluorescent lights generally produce off-color results. 
Best results seem to occur if the viewer is held towards 
an unshaded white, regular household bulb. If the image 
seems too strong, you can reflect this light onto a piece 
of white cardboard and point the viewer towards the 
cardboard instead. 

Most of these viewers using an outside source have 
a diffusing medium behind the slide. In many viewers 
the diffuser is ground or opalized acetate or some other 
plastic. Some have opal or ground glass. The advantage 
of the plastic is that it will not break if handled roughly, 
while the glass is less subject to scratches, buckling or 
warping. Some of these viewers are designed to accept 
an accessory light source, either battery or 110-volt 
powered, which converts the viewer to one with an 
integral light source. (Continued on page 127)

KODAK 35MM FILMS: 


NEW PLUS-x, 
PANATOMIC-X 


WHEN EASTMAN KODAK CO. markets two new excellent 35mm black-and- 
white films simultaneously it’s news. When the films happen to be of the 
kind that these are, it’s an event of real significance. For here we see a 
major attempt to extend the boundaries of quality of 35mm photography. 
This harks back to the almost forgotten standards by which the important 
thing is not just to “get a picture,” but to get a picture that is also techni- 
cally excellent in terms of sharpness, lack of graininess, wide range of 
tones. So, we are glad to see the new Panatomic-X and the new Plus-X. 

These are old names in photography, but the new films that bear 
them are quite different from previous products carrying the same labels. 
The best way to compare them is to see how the new and old differ. 





New Plus-X and old Plus-X 

Speed: The new film has exposure indexes of 80 in daylight, 64 in 
tungsten light, for A.S.A. calibrated meters. The old film was rated at 
50 and 40. Yet, careful tests showed that the new film was little, if any, 
faster than the old, which simply confirms a widely held belief that the 
old Plus-X was always officially underrated for speed. 

Contrast: The old Plus-X had a reputation for being a rather con- 
trasty film (for 35mm work) with a tendency to “block up” in the high- 
lights. A very large part of this characteristic can be credited to the 
developing times recommended by Eastman Kodak Co.—16 minutes at 
68F in D-76. Actually, 8-9 minutes was an ideal developing time and 
gave excellent negatives. This combination of under-rating in speed 
(overexposure, in effect) and overdevelopment ( Continued on page 120)

HOW TO BUY A 
OVIE PROJECTOR

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PROBABLY the biggest thrill in movie making is seeing 
your film projected on a screen. The projector is the 
machine that pulls together all the work you put into 
amovie. You should choose it as carefully as the camera 
with which you shot the film. 

If you already own a movie camera at least one de- 
cision has been made—whether you will buy an 8mm 
or a 16mm projector. Should you plan to buy a movie 
camera and a projector at the same time, you may want 
to read How to Buy a Movie Camera in the January 
1956 issue of Mopern. The article weighs the ad- 
vantages of both 8mm and 16mm cameras. 

One of the first things you must decide is how much 
you can spend for a projector. If you have a limited 
budget and are interested in 8mm, a machine like the 
Eastman Kodak Brownie can be had for as little as 
$62. Or, you can go as high as $179.95 for an 8mm 
Bell & Howell Regent. 





Keystone’s Belmont 16mm projector is one of the few 
machines with reels placed in back. One of the projec- 
tor’s main features is a built-in splicer, making it practical 
to employ the machine as an editor. 





The reel on the left is the standard 400 foot reel found 
on most silent 8mm and 16mm projectors. The reel on 
the right holds 1600 feet of film and is employed for 
many sound machines. Some sound units hold 2000 feet. 






















Sixteen millimeter silent machines range in price 
from $129.50 for the Keystone A-82 to the Bell & Howell 
Diplomat at $229. You may own an 8mm camera now 
but expect to move up to 16mm filming at a later date. 
In that case, you may be interested in a machine like 
the Bolex 8-16, which shows both film sizes ($339.50). 

As you move up the price range, machines have cer- 
tain refinements and additions beyond the bare neces- 
sities for projection. Instead of a 500 watt projection 
lamp, the projector may have one rated at. 750 watts. It 
may have a finer quality lens with greater resolving 
power that will throw a sharper image on the screen. 
Additional light and a better lens mean that the projec- 
tor can be set further away from the screen for bigger 
and better pictures. 

If you already have a fine movie camera with a good 
lens you will want a projector that will complement the 
equipment you own. A poor (Continued on page 104)

Many silent projectors employ the rheostat control 
method to regulate the frames per second passing 
through the film gate. Speeds on this Keystone vary from 
below 16 frames per second to above sound speed. 
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The Bell & Howell sound projectors have a two-way 
switch that controls a governor regulating the machine 
for either sound or silent projection. Governor control 
device is extremely accurate. 


A three-way switch insures the proper sequence for motor 
and lamp. The motor goes on first and then the lamp. 
The sequence allows maximum time for projector cooling 
system to operate after projection is completed. 


The gate on the Kodacope Pageant projector is flipped 
open and hooked onto a tab while film is being threaded. 
Gate is placed back in position after threading. Make 
sure gate permits enough room for easy cleaning. 


Some projectors employ a right angle light transmission 
system. Light is directed at a mirror which in turn re- 
flects it through film and lens. Right angle system, here, 
is on a Keystone projector. 


The Bell & Howell 202 will show both magnetic and 
optical sound films. Lever is moved for desired projec- 
tion. Large wheel in the center is the sound drum. It 
“reads” the electrical impulses sent from sound track. 


The 16mm film on the left has been magnetically striped. 
Magnetic striping can be applied to either single or 
double sprocketed film. Optical sound, on the right, 
requires film with only one set of sprocket holes. 
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The motor and lamp on Bell & Howell machines are con- 
trolled by separate switches. Lamb will not go on unless 
motor is activated first. On some older projectors, care 
must be taken to switch motor and lamp in sequence. 


The entire lens barrel assembly on the Bell & Howell is 
moved away from the gate by a small lever when film 

threaded. Guides inside the gate make sure that film 
is seated properly for projection. 


Ci eo 


Recording magnetic sound is simple. Film is placed in 
projector and the mike used to record commentary. 
Background music can be added at the same time. by 
piping it into the machine through separate input. 


Make sure that a projector permits easy changing of 
lamps.’ Most modern projectors have the lamp seated 
directly behind the film gate in line with film and film 
gate. Lamp here is on a Bell & Howell machine. 


Lens on this Monterey projector is part of the film gate. 
Both gate and lens swing back for easy loading and 
cleaning. Bits of film and emulsion often gather in the 
gate and should be periodically cleaned out. 


Additional speakers are often required for large audi- 
ence presentation. This unit has a cord that is plugged 
into the projector or housed conveniently on its auto- 
matic takeup device when not being used.

Don’t boss members around. An 
experienced club president tells 
you how to make your club func- 
tion smoothly by using tact and 
bright ideas. 


An experienced, tactful fellow who 
has several times been president of his 
very successful camera club recently 
discussed club president diplomacy 
with me. 

“Some presidents try to boss the 
members around,” he said. “The gang 
just won’t take it..They get pushed 
around at the office, and in traffic, and 
sometimes at home. 

“Sure it’s annoying when members 
come straggling into the meeting a 
half hour late, while the prompt mem- 
bers yowl that you should start the 
meetings on time. Still, it won’t work 
for the president to yap that in future 
the guest speaker will begin his talk 
precisely at 8:30 p.m., whether any- 
body is present or not. 


What you can do 


“Everybody knows you couldn’t do 
that. So the diplomatic club president 
goes at the late-comers problem differ- 
ently, and in a nice, friendly tone of 
voice. He may say, ‘Listen, guys and 
gals, are we starting our meetings too 
early? Should we begin at 9 p.m. in- 
stead of 8:30?’ 

“There will be protests, of course, 
especially in a large city where it takes 
considerable time to get to the meet- 
ing and back home again. The wily 
president has tipped off some of the 
prompt arrivers to pipe up. One of 
them may suggest a ten-cent fine for 
tardy sinners.” 

Well, I didn’t think that chronic de- 
layers would mend their ways just to 
save a dime. I suggested putting on 
a short pre-program program, so to 
speak. If you have a witty, waggish 
member, let him conduct a Twenty 
Questions game. He might say, “I am 
thinking of something in the photo- 
graphic career of our talented member, 
Jimmy Jones,” and give the members 
twenty questions to guess that it is the 
time when Jimmy’s dog got into the 
gadgetbag and chewed up three rolls 
of exposed film. This sort of thing pre- 
vents the boredom of waiting and wait- 
ing for the meeting to start, yet it can 
be interrupted easily enough when the 
real session is ready to begin.

“All right,” said my tactful ex- 
president, “now what would you do 
about the pesky characters who never 
get their prints and slides in early 
on judging night? You can’t yell at 
them that they must have their con- 
test entries right there at the club 
one hour before the program begins 
or they will not be accepted. The mem- 
bers are likely to decide that it isn’t 
much fun to belong to this camera 
club, and so they just drop out.” 


Still more problems 


This sort of stuff is quite a head- 
ache for the poor old program chair- 
man. How about this idea? If you 
judge prints and slides by the point 
system, and many clubs do, give each 
on-time entry an extra point or two. 
That little plus might make just the 
difference between winning or losing 
top rating, when two pictures are 
running nip and tuck in the judge’s 
opinion. 

It would be just dandy if you had the 
members enter their pictures a month 
ahead of time, bring their entries for 
the March judging to a February meet- 
ing, for instance. That is kind of tough 
on the shutterbugs, however. They 
have to make prints, or put glass 
covers on slides when they can find 
a spare hour or two. And those spare 
hours may not occur early enough so 
they can have things ready a month 
in advance. 

“Most exasperating of all,” said my 
tactful ex-president, “are the people 
who let you down. They promise they 
will come around and help hang prints 
for the annual show, or set up the fold- 
ing chairs for the meeting. Then they 
don’t turn up, and neither do they 
phone to tell you they can’t make it.” 


First aid for presidents 


So I think any club officer might 
as well make up his mind to be some- 
thing of a martyr to duty. Let him 
phone the volunteer print-hangers or 
chair-unfolders the forenoon of the day 
of the meeting, remind them of their 
promise and make sure they will really 
be there. Better yet, extract promises 
from two or three helpers, and maybe 
you will get one of them to lend a 
hand. Then, get to the meeting early 
and do this donkey work yourself, un- 
aided, if you must. 

Also, try to get your new members 
in on these club chores. As I believe 
I have remarked before, new members 
often do not volunteer because of a 
sort of bashfulness. 

Apply the good old banana-oil lav- 
ishly. Tell Nicholas Newmember that 
you have him tabbed as an extremely 
capable, reliable guy who will be a big 
asset to the club and so you are calling 
on him to give you an assist. You know 
it is only his undue modesty which has 
kept him from volunteering to help out 
on committees.—THE END

JAMES H. KARALES 


A photographer who brought his pictures to life 


“pon’T use that—it’s not the kind of picture I do 
anymore.” Karales referred to the once-elegant door- 
way on the opposite page. But the picture is a dis- 
covery, along with the others. Not only does it have 
merit as design, it represents a significant period in 
Karales’ photographic career. 

At the Fine Arts School of Ohio University, a short 
time ago, Karales studied under the photographer- 
teacher Clarence White. There he developed flawless 
technical skills which he industriously applied to his 
native Ohio landscape. Pictures from that era were 
startling, in a quiet sort of way. Their strength was 
design; but they were almost consistently of inanimate 
objects. Karales experimented with design and dimen- 
sion, ran the gamut of cameras, found the 8 x 10 or 
twin-lens reflex stolid, deliberate tools for picturing 
barn tops, an empty village poolroom or ancient Ford 





abandoned in a field. But seldom were there people. 

Then came transition. “Words had been my diffi- 
culty—I liked to work with my hands, rather than 
with words.” However, as a photographer for the 
University’s yearbook, Karales met other serious pho- 
tographers, people who expressed themselves well and 
gave him the benefit of critical opinions. 

The excellent design picture might contain aesthetic 
values, but was there meaning beyond this? Returning 
to a 35mm camera (he'd used it occasionally before), 
Karales set off to photograph the Greek community 
where he’d lived as a child, worked as a shoe-shine, 
trained as an electrician. He learned to approach 
people openly and easily with a camera—and to photo- 
graph their story with his technical skills and artistic 
sensibilities in full force. His idea was confirmed: the 
most meaningful pictures carry a human message.—. J.

projector will not do full justice to films 
made even with the best equipment. The 
kind of projector you buy should not 
be subject to pocketbook alone. Con- 
sider what purposes the machine will fill. 

If you are an 8mm fan, quite naturally 
you will be confined to exhibiting your 
films in no more than moderately large 
rooms. You may be interested in a ma- 
chine that has few accessories and is 
simple to operate. One of the moderately 
priced projectors listed on page 94 may 
fill your needs. 

A more expensive machine can help 
you get the most out of your films. 

If you plan to get a 16mm projector 
you may be thinking of auditorium 
showings to large groups. Large reel 
capacities for long, uninterrupted show- 
ings can be important. A 1000 watt 
lamp helps to project bigger images at 
longer distances from the screen. In 
addition if you plan to buy a 16mm 
sound projector you should consider the 
problem of carrying equipment from 
place to place. 


Compare noise level 


No matter what kind of machine you 
buy there are two things to look for in 
a projector—sturdy construction and 
quietness of operation. Make sure the 
body casting is substantial enough to 
withstand the kind of wear to which 
you plan to subject your projector. All 
projectors make a certain amount of 
noise, but some are quieter than others. 

Projectors come in a variety of sizes 
and shapes but they all work the same 
way. An electric motor furnishes power 
for operation of all moving parts. Film 
goes from the feed reel through a 
sprocket, is looped, and then passed 
through a film gate. The film gate keeps 
it in proper position for projection. 
From the film gate another loop is 
formed. The film then goes to a takeup 
sprocket and finally to a takeup reel. 

There is a toothed shuttle in the film 
gate that enters the perforations of the 
film and moves it down one frame at a 
time. As the individual frames come to 
a stop in the film gate, light passes 
through an aperture in the film gate. 
through the film, through the lens, and 
to the screen. This light does not shine 
in a continuous beam. To create the 
movie illusion the light must be inter- 
rupted when the film moves. Light cutoff 
is accomplished by a disk-like shutter 
synchronized to the shuttle. Light must 
also be interrupted for a fraction of the 
time that the frame rests in the film 
gate. The second interruption prevents 
noticeable light flicker on the screen. 

The heart of any projector is its film

gate. If the various parts of the film 
gate are not operating properly picture 
quality will be poor. Before you buy a 
projector, test it. If the shuttle is work- 
ing improperly the picture will appear 
to jump on the screen. If the light seems 
to flicker it’s a sign that either the 
shutter is not correctly adjusted or that 
it has been poorly designed. 

Check the framer for convenience of 
operation. It is usually located on or 
near the film gate. The framer adjusts 
the aperture in the film gate so that 
frame lines do not appear on the screen. 

Reels may be arranged on the side, 
top or in back of the projector body. 
The exact placement varies from manu- 
facturer to manufacturer. In most cases 
reels are supported by arms extending 
from the projector body. Power to drive 
the reels may be transmitted through 
gears housed in the reel arms. Several 


projectors now available have nylon: 


gearing that requires no lubrication. 
Some projectors use spring tension 
drives outside of the reel arms. 

An exception to the usual arm and 
reel arrangement is the Brownie pro- 
jector. Reels are connected directly to 
the right side and in back of the pro- 
jector. 


Check rewind 


But no matter how the reels are posi- 
tioned, power goes only to the takeup 
reel on projection and to feed reel when 
film is rewound. Make sure that your 
projector provides even tension through- 
out the rewinding process. Reel arrange- 
ments preference should be based in 
good part on ease of threading film 
through the projector. Make sure that 
reels permit getting at vital parts of the 
projector. 

With only two exceptions most 8mm 
projectors have reels that will hold 400 
feet of film. A 400 foot reel will provide 
one half hour of continuous projection. 
The Kodak Brownie can handle only 200 
feet, while the Revere 85D holds 300 foot 
reels, 

Most 16mm silent projectors also have 
400 foot reels. There are two 8mm 
frames for every 16mm frame. Thus, a 
400 foot reel allows only 15 minutes of 
projection. The Victor Silent 16 has a 
2000 foot reel. Sound machines are 
usually equipped with 1600 or 2000 foot 
reels, 

Another, but somewhat more variable 
factor in projector choice is the size of 


‘the lamp your machine is designed to 


accept. Eight millimeter projectors are 
sold with one of four projection lamps— 
300, 500, 750, or 1000 watts. However, 
many projectors are designed to take the

next higher wattage. If you have a pro- 
jector that ordinarily uses a 500 watt 
lamp, you can substitute a 750 watt 
lamp. A 750 watt projector can handle 
a 1000 watt lamp. A higher wattage 
lamp, however, is not always the answer 
to better projection. Using more light 
may cause hot spots in the center of the 
screen with short projection distances. 
Check with the manufacturer before 
switching lamps. 

While greater wattage will give you 
more light, there are several factors 
that determine screen brightness—the 
type of screen, projection distance, shut- 
ter design, and lens quality. Eastman 
Kodak has just brought out a new shut- 
ter design on their 8mm Showtime pro- 
jector that reportedly makes it possible 
to fill screens up to five feet in width 
with a 500 watt lamp. 

A critical part of your projector is the 
switch that controls motor and lamp. 
Often, motor and lamp have separate 
switches. The proper sequence is motor 
on, lamp on, lamp off, motor off. Starting 
the motor first and turning it off last 
allows the cooling fan to work that much 
longer after projection is completed. 

More and more projectors are incor- 
porating a three-way switch that auto- 
matically turns on the motor and then 
the lamp. The reverse sequence takes 
place when the projector is turned off.

regulates the amount of electricity fed 
into the projector motor. More power 
means more speed and thus more frames 
per second. 

Many sound projectors have two 
speeds—16 frames per second for silent 
projection and 24 frames per second for 
sound projection. A toggle switch on the 
projector has two positions—one for 
each speed. The switch controls a gov- 
ernor inside the projector. 

When you buy your 8mm projector it 
will most likely be equipped with a one 
inch focal length lens—probably £/1.5 
or £/1.6. If your projector also has a 
500 watt lamp it will fill a 30 x 40 inch 
screen from a distance of 1914 feet. The 
image will be acceptably bright from 
corner to corner. 

A 16mm projector with a standard two 
inch focal length, £/1.6 lens and a 750 
watt lamp will give you a 37 x 50 screen 
image at 22 feet which will be accept- 
ably bright. 

But suppose you live in one of those 
“modern” apartments with a small living 
room? Are you stuck with postage stamp 
sized screen images because you haven’t 
got the room for long-throw projection? 
If you use your normal lens you will have 
to be content with smaller pictures. But 
if you replace the regular objective with 
a wide angle projection lens, 34 inch 
focal length for 8mm, and 11% inch for 
16mm, you can fill your screen even in 
a really modest sized room. Many pro- 
jector manufacturers have wide angle 
lensés available as regular or accessory 
equipment. 

It might be a good idea to substitute 
the next highest wattage lamp in your 
projector to make up for the greater 
light dispersion that takes place when 
you use a wide angle projection lens. 
Otherwise, picture corners are liable to 
be dark. 


Wide screen at home 


Should you be planning to show your 
16mm films in a large auditorium a long 
focus lens may be required. Your normal 
lens would make it necessary to place 
the projector amidst your audience in 
order to keep the picture down to screen 
size. A three inch focal length lens, for 
example, will fill a screen with a 96 inch 
width from a distance of 8414 feet. This 
would let you get far enough. back, in 
many cases, to place the projector be- 
hind the audience. 

Hollywood style, wide screen pictures 
are also possible for the amateur. Wide 
screen height to width ratio is about 2.5 
to 1. To achieve this width the film must 
be shot with an anamorphic lens or at- 
tachment. There are lenses and attach- 
ments that are slipped over the regular

then over the projector lens for viewing. 

And finally, Bolex, Inc. has a stereo 
movie system that is suited to amateur 
needs. Lenses must be fitted to the 
camera by Bolex camera technicians. 

There are other accessories that may 
be incorporated into a projector that 
spell convenience and pleasure—even 
though they are not directly related to 
projector performance. One such extra 
is the single frame device. It makes it 
possible to view one frame of a movie 
for editing or other reasons. Make sure 
that a projector with a single frame 
device has a shield that drops into place 
to protect the film from excessive heat 
during the time the projector lamp is 
on but the machine is at a standstill. 

A reverse projection control lets you 
run the film backward for either comic 
relief, or for another look at a par- 
ticularly interesting scene without pro- 
jecting the entire film, rewinding and 
reprojecting. 

Some machines have built-in splicers, 
which adds to the value of a projector 
used as an editor. 

A receptacle for household lamp plug 
is a convenient refinement. You switch 
on the machine and the house light goes 
out automatically. Turn the projector 
off and the house light goes on. 

A low wattage, auxiliary light on a 
projector helps when minor loop and 
film track adjustments are made with the 
house lights off. 

Most of what has been said until now 
covers silent and sound projectors—with 
one very large exception. There is, com- 
paratively speaking, no such thing as a 
low priced sound projector. Sound pro- 
jectors range from $325 for a Revere 
SP16 optical sound machine to $825 for 
an RCA 400 magnetic projector. 


Some projectors have built-in speakers 
that are fine for small group showings.

through a slit in the recording unit and 
strikes a photographic film. Variations 
in sound regulate the electrical impulses 
reaching the light, and thus the intensity 
of the light. These different light inten- 
sities are recorded on one edge of the 
film. 

The sound projector is actually two 
machines—one for projecting the film it- 
self and the other for translating the 
sound track back into electrical impulses 
that are reconverted back to sound by an 
amplifier and loudspeaker. 

Unless the amateur is prepared to go 
through the expense of having his sound 
recording done in a professional studio 
or is ready to make a rather large in- 
vestment in equipment, he cannot use 
optical sound for his own films. The 
optical projector serves to show the ama- 
teur’s silent films and professional sound 
productions. 

More practical for amateurs, but still 
expensive, is magnetic sound. You need 
a magnetic projector to both record and 
reproduce this kind of sound. After the 
film has been completely edited, one 
edge is coated with an iron oxide strip- 
ing. The film is then threaded through 
the projector. The sound component of 
the projector is similar to a tape re- 
corder. Sound is recorded and can be 
played back immediately. 

The chart on page 95 lists several 
optical machines for which magnetic 
accessories are available. The Bell & 
Howell 202 has both magnetic and opti- 
cal sound. 

One attachment, the Cinesone unit, 
converts almost any modern 8mm or 
16mm silent projector to a magnetic 
sound machine. 

Whether you buy silent or sound, 8mm 
or 16mm, your final choice should be 
made on the basis of what you plan to 
do with your machine and how much you 
can afford to spend for it.

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2. Remember, you may love those 
reels that trace Junior’s development 
from cradle to football field, but your 
audience may get a little bored after the 
first half hour. 

Instead, balance the family-type pic- 
ture with shots of your last vacation or 
outing to the country. 

3. Another good way to add variety 
to your home movie sessions is to vary 
the length of reels. Try to start the show 
with a short subject—something that 
takes no more than three or four minutes 
of show time. Then add a change of pace 
with a film that takes a bit longer to 
show and deals with an entirely different 
subject. And most important—don’t try 
to project every film you own in one 
evening. An hour of film is just about 
the limit. 

4, Until you are satisfied that a film 
has been completely edited, don’t show 
it. You will find yourself making ex- 
planations, excuses, and apologies for 
bad footage, lack of continuity, and 
other failings of unedited film. 

5. You may not be ready to enter the 
world of sound, but a record player can 
do a great deal for your film presenta- 
tions. All you need do is select some 
appropriate long play recording, put it 
on the turntable, and start the music 
just before the projector is turned on. 
You'll be surprised at how well the 
music will blend into the film. 

6. Rewinding serves to slow down any 
film presentation. You can save your re- 
winding until the show is over by simply 
getting a spare reel. With the extra reel, 
you will always have an empty that can 
be locked in place for the next film. 

7. Where possible, place the projector 
behind the audience. This serves to cut 
down on projector noise. For best view- 
ing, audience should be half way be- 
tween projector and screen. 

One of the most essential things for 
good home movie presentation is the 
right screen. All too often, a wall, pillow 
case, or other surface will substitute for 
a screen. 

If the wall has the slightest tint, it 
will absorb a good part of the light from 
the projector. 

If you plan to show your films in 
large auditoriums as well as in your 
home, a beaded screen is best for you. 
Light from a beaded screen is reflected 
back along the axis formed between 
projector and screen. Light from the 
screen also is extremely bright when 
viewed head-on. Thus, it is ideal for long, 
harrow rooms. 

The matte-type screen gives a softer 
light and can be viewed comfortably in 
almost any part of a small, square room. 

But no matter how you arrange your 
audience, select your films, or add at- 
mosphere music, a poorly cared for 
machine can ruin it all.—M. a. M.

Impurities in photography—are 
they good or bad? Sometimes 
they turn out to be a blessing. 


There was once 
a time when it 
was thought that 
the more pure a 
substance was the 
better it became 
for its intended 
function. In many 
fields this is true, 
and the attain- 
ment of higher 
and higher puri- 
ties is one of the indexes of progress 
in these fields. But in photography it 
is often a question of new knowledge 
on the application of impurities that 
spells progress. 

It was Dr. C. E. K. Mees of the Kodak 
Research Laboratories who said many 
years ago that if cows didn’t eat the 
kind of weeds they do there would be 
no photography. He was obviously ex- 
aggerating the point, but he wanted to 
get across the fact that high-speed 
silver halide emulsions depended upon 
small amounts of impurities in the 
gelatin used, which went back to the 
eating habits of the cows whose hides 
were the source of the gelatin. After 
it became rather certain that specks 
of impurities formed on silver halide 
crystals during emulsion preparation 
determined to a large extent the prop- 
erties of the emulsion, a vast number 
of substances were artificially intro- 
duced into emulsions in an effort to 
improve upon Mother Nature. Some 
substances gave substantial improve- 
ments, whereas others resulted in less 
sensitivity or intolerable fog. It was 
also found that the size of the impurity 
speck formed on the crystal and the 
manner of introducing it into the emul- 
sion were extremely critical. In other 
words, the subject proved to be much 
more complex than anticipated. It has 
taken years of tedious investigation to 
reach present emulsion standards, a 
good part of which has involved a con- 
tinuing study of trace impurities. 





Exposure adds to impurities 


The nature of the latent image 
formed on the crystal during exposure 
determines whether or not a silver 
halide crystal will upon development 
produce silver which contributes to 
the image. You may not have thought 
of it in this way before, but exposure 
simply adds further impurity to the 
silver halide crystal. It is thought that 
the latent image increases the impurity 
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content of the crystal to a point where 
it will develop at a much faster rate 
than those crystals that are not ex- 
posed, or are not exposed sufficiently 
to bring their impurity contents to the 
critical level. Thus, the efficiency with 
which a crystal can produce the addi- 
tional quantity of impurity, and the 
less this quantity has to be, determine 
the sensitivity of the crystal to light. 


Influence of the developer 


Although I have just stated that the 
sensitivity of a silver halide crystal is 
determined by its efficiency in forming 
a certain amount of additional im- 
purity, this requires some modification. 
We normally measure emulsion sensi- 
tivity after development in terms of 
the optical density of the silver image. 
Therefore, the final sensitivity can 
vary according to the propensity of 
the developer to be catalyzed by the 
latent image. With some developing 
agents smaller latent image quantities 
are required to catalyze their reducing 
rates than is necessary for other de- 
veloping agents. The specific composi- 
tion of the solution containing the de- 
veloping agent (or agents) is very im- 
portant also. 

Impurities in the developing solu- 
tion usually cause detrimental effects, 
but certain developer additives, which 
are impurities in a sense, often in- 
crease the efficiency of the developer. 
Hydrazine, thallous bromide, potas- 
sium iodide in very small quantities, 
etc., can function in this way. It has 
even been reported that an absolutely 
pure hydroquinone developer will not 
develop at all. An impurity is needed 
to get developer action, and in this 
instance it is oxidized hydroquinone 
itself. But in most developers the oxi- 
dation products of the developing 
agents act as retardants. 


Future progress from impurities 


There is no reason to assume that 
the benefits which can be derived from 
impurities have been exhausted. The 
subject has not developed to a science 
and is largely a matter of trying a little 
of this and a little of that. When such 
a condition exists the number of sub- 
stances that can be tried in all the pos- 
sible ways is inexhaustible. 

The same state of affairs is found 
in other fields where it has been shown, 
as in photography, that tremendous 
improvements can be made by contin- 
uing to test the effects of different im- 
purities. For example, fluorescent com- 
pounds and phosphors are exceedingly 
more useful today than before because 
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of a greater knowledge of the effects 


of trace impurities. Some phosphors Tay a 
are activated to give off about 130 Nev eX Befor @...

It is just a ques- 
tion of time and money to run the re- 
quired tests to find what things or 
combination of things result in im- 
proved properties. If some experi- 
menter were lucky, it is conceivable 
that films could be made 100 times 
faster than now, practically overnight. 
This would open many new fields for 
neutral density filter manufacturers. 
And that’s real progress!—THE END

up, and while chattering along about 
how the personality sometimes splits into 
two distinctly alternating types of char- 
acter, my friend suddenly exclaimed, 
“Hey, we can do a swell abstract movie 
about this!” Being inherently lazy, I 
put up my usual resistance, but his en- 
thusiasm took. over and off we went. 


A glass shelf 


The whole idea was to first show a 
single oscillating line which suddenly 
splits into two contrasting lines—one, 
slow and languorous; the other, exactly 
the opposite, with sharp, jagged move- 
ments. In the end, both lines would again 
fuse with each other. Altogether, the 
film would be 31% or 4 minutes long. 

First we bought a glass shelf, 8 inches 
wide and 10 feet long. On this, Bill 
painted the two lines in colored poster 
paint, swirling and crossing over each 
other. Occasionally, one line would dis- 
appear off of the edge of the glass, leav- 
ing the whole scene for the other line 
to do a “solo.” Further on down the 
glass, our truant line would reappear. 

We tacked a small piece of black 
cloth on the floor as a background for 
the glass. We then nailed two strips of 
waxed wood on top of the background. 
The strips were just wide enough apart 
to permit the glass to slide between them. 
The camera was mounted so it pointed 
straight down at one end of the glass, 
and two photofloods illuminated that 
area of the glass covered by the camera 
lens. 

Now since we wanted the lines to 
draw themselves, it was necessary to 
shoot the entire film in reverse. In other 
words, we started at the end of the film. 
I would shoot a single frame—Bill would 
scratch off a small bit of paint from both 
lines—I’d move the glass 1/16-inch up 
and shoot another frame—and so on. 
When we got the 16mm film back from 
the lab, we turned the film end for end, 
and the line developed, instead of dis- 
appeared. When we projected the film, 
lines swirled, dived, and gyrated in one 
continuous movement. The lines split 
at the beginning of the film and rejoined 
each other at the end. Remember to 
start and finish your drawing with one 
line. It was a lot of work (next time I'll 
figure out how to move the camera in- 
stead of the glass), but we still think the 
struggle was worth it. 


Dry ice for effects 

Since our background was black, we 
decided to double-print another back- 
ground film into it. To make this other 
film, an 11 x 14 black photo tray was 
filled with water, and our camera focused

upon the surface. With the camera run- 
ning, we floated bits of oil paint on the 
water, stirred and blasted the surface 
with everything from table salt and cat- 
sup, to wind from an electric fan. Then, 
after cleaning the catsup and salt off my 
rug, we rewound the film for another 
exposure. This time, we took bits of dry 
ice and put them into the same tray of 
clean water. Fragments of the dry ice 
floated on the surface, moved lazily and 
gave off lovely patterns of delicate vapor. 
The large chunks settled to the bottom 
of the tray, where they bubbled away 
merrily until exhausted. 

After the second film was processed, 
we had a print made which superim- 
posed both films. Later, when showing 
the finished film to friends, it was sur- 
prising to see how often the movements 
of the two lines synchronized with the 
music played with it. 

Now, all of the fuss and feathers we 
went through really aren’t necessary to 
make an interesting abstract film—that 
black tray of water alone is capable of 
some mighty interesting stuff. Another 
painting idea you might play around 
with involves two or three ordinary 
sheets of thin picture frame glass of 
8x10” or 11x14” size. Mount your cam- 
era pointing down so that it just covers 
the glass area. A few nails will help in 
keeping the plates aligned. For lighting, 
use two photofloods with diffusing filters, 
making sure that there are no reflections 
on the glass. If you’re using a black 
background, be certain that the glass is 
spotless. Poster paints are probably the 
best for painting on glass. A few small 
brushes complete your equipment. 

Position the first glass and draw a 
simple design on it. I’d suggest making 
a two-second fade-in on this first design. 
Close your diaphragm down all the way. 
As you start the 32 single-frame expo- 
sures, open the diaphragm up a little 
each time until you’re right on your cal- 
culated exposure. Now just add a bit to 
your design, click off one more frame, 
and so on until you’ve had enough. In 
trying to pre-plan your timing, just re- 
member that every frame represents 
1/16th of a second and that it takes 
eight frames to make half a second go 
by. As soon as you fill up one glass, just 
put another one on top of it and off 
you go. 


Look around the house 


Naturally, there are lots of other ways 
to tackle abstract films. If your wife’s 
goldfish reside in one of those flat-sided 
tanks, perhaps they can be temporarily 
dispossessed. Set the tank filled with 
water on a turntable in front of a couple 
of lights and slowly drop vegetable dyes 
and colored inks into it. You can get a 
pretty exciting variety of very abstract 
images as the tank turns.—DICK HAM 
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BOOKS 
IN USE 


by G. B. WRIGHT 


Books don’t make movies— 
but they help movie-makers 


There have been a number of re- 
quests lately—-some of them probably 
stimulated by MODERN’s new Movie 
Course—for beginning books in the 
field of home movies. Hundreds of 
books have been published on still pho- 
tography, but only a few on movies for 
the amateur. There are not too many 
for the professional, either, and he 
must learn largely from experience. 

For the amateur who wants to turn 
out a competent (and not too boring) 
record of his family and its activities, 
there is one d6bvious choice, How To 
Make Good Movies (Eastman Kodak, 
$2). The one great advantage of this 
book is its accuracy and simplicity of 
presentation. 

For some readers, this simplicity 
may be a negative virtue. If you have 
a reasonable component of imagina- 
tion, you will quickly want to go be- 
yond the suggestions for sequences 


suggested here. However, if you are 
a beginner, I would recommend that 
you read this thoroughly before you 
tackle any other book. And if some- 
thing you read later seems to contra- 
dict what the Kodak book says, I’d be 
tempted to believe this little volume 
until experience demonstrated other- 
wise. 

Another reason for owning this is 
that most of the other good film books 
seem to be British, and some details 
of their technical data can be confus- 
ing unless you have an American 
source. 


The language is universal 


There are three British books which 
I can recommend—with some minor 
reservations. There is Amateur Movies, 
and how to make them, by Axel 
Strasser (Studio, $4), Film-Making 
from Script to Screen, by Andrew 
Buchanan (Macmillan, $2), and Film- 
ing for Amateurs, by Paul Burnford, 
preface by Paul Rotha (Pitman, $4). 

The Strasser book is principally a 
survey of all the many possibilities of 
amateur filming, with a page or two 
on each topic and the barest glance at 
technique. You will find many interest- 
ing ideas in it, however. 

Buchanan’s book assumes you know 
how to operate your camera and takes 
off from that point to talk about 
scripts, direction, production and edit- 
ing—all on an amateur, but moderately 
ambitious level. The second half of the 


book gives detailed suggestions for 
filming your town, a factory, a hos- 
pital, a foreign city and an opinion 
film. The accent is British; the lan- 
guage is universal. 

Burnford’s book has more actual 
technique than either of the previous 
two, and gets into lighting, creative 
camera work and the principles of 
filmic narration. 

There are also 12 paper-backs, im- 
ported from England and which sell 
here for $1.75 each. Again, these have 
the minor handicap of a British accent, 
but they do have a great deal of in- 
formation which is not available 
anywhere else. The titles are self-ex- 
planatory: 

How to Plan a Home Movie Script, 
How to Act for Home Movies, How to 
Direct Your Own Movies, How to Make 
Home Movies, How to Title Your Own 
Movies, How to Add Sound to Home 
Movies, How to Make Good Color 
Movies, How to Do Home Movie Tricks, 
How to Make 8mm Movies, How to 
Make Movie Cartoons, How to Make 
Vacation Movies.

How to shoot flash 


A flash guide number is an exposure 
recommendation for a particular com- 
bination of film, flashbulb, and shutter 
speed. Guide numbers are on flashbulb 
sleeves and film instruction sheets. 
Here’s how they work. 

For Kodak Ektachrome Type F film, 
with a No. 5 bulb, and 1/50 sec. shutter 
speed, Eastman Kodak Co. recommends 
a guide number of 110. Assume a flash- 
bulb-to-subject distance of 10 ft. Divide 
the guide number (110) by the distance 
in feet (10); the result is 11. Set your 
lens to f{/11. Important: Estimate care- 
fully the flashbulb-to-subject distance in 
feet (or use a rangefinder). 

Here’s how to figure out guide num- 
bers for use with speed light (or flash- 
bulbs, if that is necessary). 

Have someone sit or stand a few feet 
from the wall in an average room (8-10 
ft. white ceiling). Leave just enough 
room light so you can see what you're 
doing—too much light may affect the 
exposure. Mount the speed light flash- 
tube on or next to the camera, 10 ft. 
from the subject. 

Make a series of exposures, starting 
at the widest lens opening, and closing 
the lens down one f-number for each 
succeeding exposure—that is f/2, 2.8, 4, 
etc.—to the smallest lens opening. In- 
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by guide numbers 


clude in each shot a card on which is 
printed large the flash-to-subject dis- 
tance and the f-number of that exposure. 

After shooting off a direct flash series. 
point the flashgun towards the ceiling 
and repeat the series for bounce flash. 

Process the film normally, then ex- 
amine it. If you have used color film 
(which is advisable) just project the 
slides, and pick the best one. Note the 
f-number on the card; let’s say it’s £/8. 
Multiply 8 by the flash-to-subject dis- 
tance in feet (10) ; the result, 80, is your 
guide number. To use this guide number 
at any other distance, divide it by the 
flash-to-subject distance in feet, and set 
the lens to the appropriate f-number. Re- 
member, guide numbers are just that— 
guides to correct exposure, but no guar- 
antee of same. However, they are very 
helpful. 

Follow the same procedure with the 
bounce flash set. Important: This bounce 
flash guide number will be reasonably 
accurate only for flash-to-subject dis- 
tances ranging from 5 to 12 ft. 
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exposure is also claimed for the new 
band.

was a guarantee that there would be an 
image on the film, but it also meant that 
the image might be dense, contrasty and 
fairly difficult to print well. 

None of this applies to the new Plus-X 
The film appears to be inherently less 
contrasty than the old product. In ad- 
dition, the recommended development 
time in D-76 has been set at 8 minutes at 
68F. The result is a smooth looking neg- 
ative with a wide range of tones and 
moderate contrast. 

On page 87 are results of an interesting 
comparison test. Rolls of old and new 
Plus-X were similarly exposed in the 
same camera with a fairly contrasty 
subject having a wide range of tones. 
The rolls were then cut in half. A 
piece of the new and a piece of the old 
were developed simultaneously for 8 
minutes in D-76. Both films produced 
excellent images; the old Plus-X showed 
somewhat higher contrast. 

The second halves of the two rolls 
were then developed for 16 minutes. The 
old Plus-X looked as it usually does with 
such treatment—overexposed areas were 
dense and highlights really blocked up. 
But the new Plus-X was even more dense 
and blocked up, which indicates that this 
film should not be “pushed” very much 
in development, unless the entire film is 
extremely underexposed. Don’t try to 
make this a substitute for Tri-X—it isn’t. 


Graininess: The old film was highly 
regarded for its lack of graininess—the 
new one is considerably better. When 
films were developed in D-76 as directed, 
11 x 14 in. prints on glossy paper showed 
no objectionable graininess. The combi- 
nation of new Plus-X and Microdol (10 
min. at 68F) produces excellent results; 
the negatives can be enlarged tre- 
mendously with minimum graininess. 


Sharpness: The new film is said to be 
made by methods which cause a better 
dispersion of silver in the emulsion, with 
the result that there is less scattering 
of light by the silver grains, and shadow 
and highlight areas are more sharply 
defined than in the old film. There is no 
question that the giant enlargements 
we made from new Plus-X negatives 
were sharp. However, the improvement 
in sharpness over the old film was not 
something immediately obvious to the 
human eye, as was the lack of graininess, 
for example. However, the minimum 
graininess gave an overall smooth ap- 
pearance to the pictures and in its way 
helped to increase the general sensation 
of sharpness. 


Latitude: The latitude of a film is the 
amount by which exposure can be “off” 
and the film will still produce acceptable 
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HAD you been a traveler in what was the 
garden of England in the late nineteenth 
century the above scene would not have been 
an uncommon one. It was in the days when 
the “magic lantern” was probably the most 
popular form of entertainment, and oil lamp 
enlargers and glass sheets common photo- 
graphic equipment. The boy in the drawing 
might have been Charles Duncan, then an ap- 
prentice to an itinerant photographer, push- 
ing a portable darkroom on an old perambu- 
lator chassis, and learning first or second 
hand from Daguerre, Talbot, Lumiere, and 
other masters. 

Duncan grew up to become one of England's 
best known photographers. Kings and presi- 
dents, cabbages and jewels, aging cathedrals 
and Egyptian temples all were processed thru 
his “magic soap” and wet plate negatives 
(often up to 30 x 40 inches), sometimes by 
methods which would cause Hurter and Drif- 
field to turn in their graves. His adventures 
include one where he was suspected of hav- 
ing stolen the Mona Lisa from the Louvre, 
another where a photograph he made saved 
an apparently guilty man from the gallows. 
Charles Duncan has just put his long and 
adventurous career into a heart warming 
book. It is one from which = will not learn 
a thing, but a book you'll have to be pulled 
away from forcibly to come to dinner. It is a 
rare gem of pure wit and nostalgia which 
will not only delight you but every photo- 
graphic friend to whom you are thoughtful 
pe a to send a gift copy. ““A Photographic 
Pilgrim's ere —- 50.

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pictures. The new Plus-X has at least as 
much latitude as the old and possibly 
a bit more. 


General impression: The new Plus-X 
is a fine all-around film for general 
picture taking. It is fast enough to be 
useful for available light work indoors; 
it is not so fast that it becomes a problem 
outdoors in bright sun. It responds well 
to flash and electronic flash. When used 
with speed lights having a flash duration 
of 1/700-1/1200 sec. it does not appear 
to require special development, provided 
the film is properly exposed. In all re- 
spects, it seems to be a worthy successor 


to Kodak’s old standby. 


The new Panatomic-X 


Eastman Kodak Co. discontinued the 
old Panatomic-X 35mm film in December 
1952, and to hear some photographers 
carry on you might think the world had 
ended then. Panatomic-X was an ex- 
tremely fine-grain film with exposure 
indexes of 25 daylight, 20 tungsten. 
When properly used, it could produce 
enormous enlargements with little or no 
apparent graininess. Recommended de- 
veloping time in D-76 was 14 minutes 
at 68F, which produced negatives with 
fairly high contrast character’stics and 
a heavy tendency to block up in the 
highlights. However, experienced dark- 
room workers used to cut this developing 
time considerably, with improved re- 
sults. 

The new film is an entirely different 
story, and seems to be eminently su- 
perior to the old in every way. 


Speed: Exposure indexes are 25 day- 
light and 20 tungsten, for A.S.A. cali- 
brated meters. However, if you use your 
meter carefully, you can easily double 
these ratings and get beautiful results. 


Contrast: This is a film with plenty 
of contrast, but it doesn’t get out of hand. 
Development time for 35mm Panatomic- 
X is 7 minutes at 68F in D-76 diluted 1:1 
with water. This produces excellent neg- 
atives with a wide range of tones. 


Graininess: Properly exposed and de- 
veloped Panatomic-X can be enlarged 
to enormous dimensions before graini- 
ness becomes a factor to consider. It 
was our impression that Plus-X de- 
veloped in Microdol just about matched 
the low graininess of Panatomic-X put 
through D-76; it’s a close thing in any 
event. Even the habitual “grain sniffers” 
would have little room for complaint. 


Sharpness: The ability to produce ex- 
tremely sharp pictures is, in our opinion, 
the most outstanding feature of the new 
Panatomic-X. This ability is said to be 
due to an extremely thin emulsion in 
which the silver grains are distributed

in highly uniform manner. As a matter 
of fact, a few rolls of this film sent us 
off to have one of our cameras checked 
for alignment and focus. We made nu- 
merous comparison shots with the new 
Plus-X and Panatomic-X. When greatly 
enlarged, Panatomic-X showed clear 
superiority in registering fine detail. 
Some of this ability will certainly be lost 
if you start using ultra-fine grain de- 
velopers in an attempt to get even less 
graininess for, contrary to widely held 
beliefs, such developers destroy image 
sharpness to a marked degree. 


Latitude: The new film is ’way ahead 
of the old in this regard. It has wide 
latitude, and minor exposure errors will 
have only minor effects on the negative. 


General impression: This is not a 
general purpose film for everyday snap- 
ping, in the sense that Plus-X is. Never- 
theless, it is versatile enough to have a 
wide and useful range of applications. 
It’s not a snapshooter’s film. It’s for 
people who want real image quality in 
big prints and are willing to accept the 
restrictions of moderate speed and need 
for a little care in order to get such 
results. 

The film is fast enough for practi- 
cally all outdoor work, particularly for 
scenics. We wouldn’t recommend it for 
portraiture, unless you belong to the 
“show ’em every pore” school of pho- 
tography—it’s a bit too revealing. How- 
ever, coupled to flash or electronic flash 
it makes an ideal combination for close- 
ups of. pets. It should be welcome in 
scientific and technical work, or wher- 
ever its excellent image recording 
abilities are needed. 

Incidentally, the thin emulsion washes 
and dries rapidly, cutting darkroom time 
considerably. However, the thinness of 
the emulsion introducés a_ handling 
hazard—even a light scratch can gouge 
right through the emulsion to the film 
base, with the result that your prints 
will have black lines in them. So, handle 
this film with care, especially if you in- 
tend to make any giant enlargements. 


What the films mean 


With these two films, Kodak has set up 
a more complete line for 35mm work 
than it has ever had before. There’s a 
slow film, Panatomic-X ; a medium speed 
general purpose film, Plus-X; and the 
very high speed Tri-X. (Super-XX has 
been discontinued in the 35mm size.) 

Until quite recently it seemed that all 
efforts were being directed to producing 
faster and faster films with the sole aim 
of taking pictures in less and less light. 
Now it seems that people who take 
pictures in daylight are getting a break 
in terms of the quality of pictures which 
films can produce. We think this is a 
healthy trend.—JOHN WOLBARST

No editor ever asked ‘how 
did you hold the camera’ when you shot 
a ‘great’ picture.”

Free lance magazine photographer 
Paul George Schutzer often finds the 
best vantage point is not the steadiest. 
Here he hangs precariously from a fire 
escape while operating his Nikon with 
one hand. To do this he grasps the 
camera. firmly in his right hand, holding 
it with thumb and two fingers—leaving 
his index and middle fingers free to 
operate the focusing wheel and squeeze 
the shutter. Schutzer, who shoots assign- 
ments for Life, Coronet, and other maga- 
zines, advises: “For safety, always keep 
the strap around your neck.” 
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“When possible I try to avoid shooting 
at very slow shutter speeds,” says free- 
lance magazine photographer Ann Zane, 








who does work for Esquire and other 
national magazines. “If I have to use 
them (and don’t have a tripod) I take 
advantage of any available props on 
location to steady my camera.” Here she 
braces her Nikon on a bus stop—uses 
her left hand for two purposes: to grip 
the camera strap firmly and hold the 
lower left hand corner of the camera. 





Here’s how Life photographer Eliot 
Elisofon holds the Hexacon single lens 
reflex camera in vertical position. He 
grips the top end firmly with his right 
hand, simultaneously using his left hand 
for focusing and for added support 
under the lens barrel. Focusing is done 
with his right eye, while his left eye is 
closed. Prior to exposure Elisofon opens 
his left eye so he can see outside the 
picture area. Advises photographer 
Elisofon: “Squeeze the shutter release 
gradually, just as you would if you were 
firing a pistol. Then, hold the camera

steady for a fraction of a second after 
releasing the shutter so there is no 
danger of camera movement due to hasty 
change of position while the shutter is 
still open.” 


Look magazine staff photographer 
Phil Harrington demonstrates how he 
holds his Nikon camera equipped with 
a reflex housing and 150mm Kilar tele- 
.photo lens. Harrington grasps the Kilar- 
scope reflex viewer in his left hand, firing 
the camera with his right. Holding the 
camera in this fashion, Harrington 
says he can shoot pictures at 1/20 second 
—an unusually long hand-held exposure 
for a telephoto lens of this focal length. 





Life photographer Michael Rougier 
supports his specially blacked-out Nikon 
between thumb and fingers of his left 
hand. Additional support comes from 
using all fingers on his right hand except 
those actually needed for focusing and 
firing the camera. Says Rougier: “A 
strained position that causes you to tense 
up is no good. Using part of the face to 
steady the camera is a help, unless you 
have a hangover, in which case, the head 
is no good for anything at all. The cardi- 
nal rule, of course, is to use your trigger 
finger so that it will squeeze the release 





button.”—THE END 
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HOW TO BUY A VIEWER 
(Continued from page 84) 


To check the image from an externally 
lit viewer, first hold it up to a white 
light reflected from a cardboard surface 
without a slide. Make sure that you get 
a nice clean white illumination (some 
of the diffusing mediums may have an 
inherent discoloring cast). Also check 
the viewer image against the photo table 
at the bottom of page 84. 

Battery and house-current viewers 
have the advantage of producing a con- 
stant light source. Unfortunately some 
of these light sources are not as even 
or bright as one would wish, or of the 
proper color. If you find a viewer with 
an uneven light source there’s little that 
can be done about it. If the color of the 
light seems off, however, you can often 
correct this by cutting and fitting next 
to the diffusing medium a gelatin color 
correcting filter, available from photo- 
graphic stores. If the illumination is too 
warm (reddish), you might try compen- 
sating with a bluish filter. If the light 
seems too cold (bluish), a piece of yel- 
lowish gelatin may be the answer. 


Automatic changers 


The new automatic viewers (5) allow 
you to view a number of slides in rapid 
succession. They are primarily designed 
for cardboard mounted slides, so you 
may want to check the slide operation 
with whatever mounts you use. Certain 
mounts are too thick to pass through 
the mechanism. 


Other features 


Most hand viewers today are made of 
plastic. If handled with reasonable care, 
they should give good service. A few 
viewers are of metal construction. By the 
way, when choosing a plastic viewer. 
make sure it is completely opaque to 
external light. Some viewers admit so 
much light through the viewer body that 
the quality of viewing is seriously af- 
fected in color and brilliance or both. 

There are plenty of arguments for 
and against focusing magnifiers. Group 
viewers don’t seem to need them. Most 
of the monocular viewers have them. 
Are they necessary? Opinion is divided. 
But nd one testing any of the viewers 
found cause to complain about the focus 
of the nonfocusing viewers. In any event. 
check against the table on page 85. 

Viewers can either be the simplest of 
mechanisms, or really quite elaborate 
with built-in extra magnifiers, accessory 
lighting attachments of various sort (see 
chart on page 85). Although the acces- 
sory features are fine in themselves, first 
check the basic points we’ve already 
discussed. There is only one primary 
criterion for a viewer: to what advantage 
does it show off your slides? —THE END
